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PROVINCIAL BOARD OF HEALTH 


Eight meetings of the Provincial Board of Health were held 
during the year. 


There was no change in the membership of the Board during 
the year. Dr. A. Somerville, Provincial Medical Officer of 
Health, was Chairman, and Mr. H. L. Hogge, Provincial Sani- 
tary Engineer, and Dr. R. D. Stuart, Provincial Bacteriologist, 
were members. 


REGULATIONS PASSED OR AMENDED DURING THE YEAR 


O.C. 811-54. Amendments to Provincial Board of Health 
Regulations relating to Bakeshops. The regulations were re- 
numbered to agree with other Provincial Board of Health Regu- 
lations. A change was made in the regulation concerning pro- 
vision of washrooms so that separate washrooms are not 
required for each sex where less than 9 persons are employed. 
This is now in agreement with the Regulations regarding 
Plumbing and Drainage. 


O.C. 824-54 and O.C. 1052-54 were amendments to Provincial 
Board of Health Regulations for the Control of Communicabie 
Diseases. The list of diseases declared to be communicable was 
added to by the inclusion of pin worms. This condition was 
also included in the list of diseases which may require a child’s 
exclusion from school. Tetanus was added to the list of diseases 
notifiable to the local health authority. Changes were made in 
the requirements of the regulations in respect to notification, 
placarding, isolation and quarantine for poliomyelitis and tuber- 
culosis. In the former, quarantine of all contacts under 18 
years and contacts over 18 years engaged as food handlers or 
in contact with children is now required. In the latter, it is 
provided that persons suffering from tuberculosis in a com- 
municable form and who have been ordered to hospitals or 
sanatoria by the Provincial Board of Health must remain until 
discharged by the superintendent. 


O.C. 990-54 and O.C. 991-54. Amendments to Provincial 
Board of Health Regulations governing Mattresses and Uphol- 
stering and governing Wiping Bags and Cotton Waste. These 
amendments renumbered the regulations to agree with other 
Provincial Board of Health Regulations. 


During the year a number of cases of persons who were 
suffering from tuberculosis in an infectious form and who were 
refusing treatment were drawn to the attention of the Board. 
After proper investigation of the cases, the Board issued twenty 
orders covering the removal of such persons to hospitals and 
sanatoria for treatment under the provisions of the Communic- 
able Disease Regulations. 


Early in the year, tastes and odors were noted in the North 
Saskatchewan River below the Greater Edmonton area. These 
tastes and odors affected the drinking water of communities 
using the river as a source of drinking water. The control of 
pollution in the river was the subject of meetings held under 
the sponsorship of the Board on two occasions. These meetings 
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were attended by representatives of the City and other munici- 
palities concerned, by representatives of industries using the 
river for water supply or waste disposal, by representatives of 
other Departments of the Provincial Government, and by rep- 
resentatives of the Department of National Health and Welfare. 
The Department of National Health and Welfare co-operated 
with the Provincial Department of Public Health in a program 
to determine the causes of the condition. From the information 
obtained, it was possible for the Board to issue instructions to 
correct the condition. The North Saskatchewan River received 
continuing attention throughout the year through the stream 
sanitation program of the Division of Sanitary Engineering. 
Additional information obtained from these surveys enabled the 
Board to issue instructions to the City and industries using the 
river for disposal of wastes so that the combined effect would 
not be serious pollution. 


The Board was asked to consider problems in the Town of 
Sylvan Lake in reference to the lack of a sanitary sewerage 
system. Following investigation, the Board directed the Town 
to proceed with the installation of a sanitary sewerage system. 


Some other matters which received attention during the 
meetings of the Board were qualifications of sanitary inspectors, 
the regulation of cemeteries, control of sanitary conditions in 
trailer coach parks, air pollution and restaurant regulations. 
In these and other matters, the Board gave its guidance and 
assistance to the various Divisions of the Department and to 
Local Boards of Health so that activities could be co-related into 
a broad program designed to improve the health of the people 
of the province. 


LEGISLATION PASSED DURING THE YEAR 
Health Umit Act Amendment Act (Chapter 38) 


The Health Unit Act, being chapter 38 of the Statutes of 
Alberta, 1951, is amended by this Act. 


Section 7 is amended. Subsection (1) is amended to increase 
the permitted allowance for meetings from $8.00 to $10.00 per 
meeting day. Subsection (2), which prescribed that certain 
resolutions of the board dealing with expenses of the members 
should receive the approval of the Minister, is repealed. 


Section 15 is amended. This amendment provides that the 
Department of Public Health will pay sixty per cent of all 
approved operating costs of a health unit where before the 
Department was not required to pay toward furnishings and 
some other costs. 


Section 16 is amended. Subsection (3) is replaced by a 
new subsection that provides that population figures may be 
based on the figures used for the purposes of The Municipal 
Assistance Act, 1951, where, before, the figures could only be 
based on the Dominion census of 1951 or a later similar census. 


Section 17 is replaced by a new section. This section now 
provides for the appointment of an official auditor for each 
health unit, the auditing of the unit’s accounts and a reporting 
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thereon. Overpayments by any of the contributories to the 
health unit when disclosed by the auditor will be adjusted in 
the current contributions to the health unit. A board is required 
to submit financial disbursement estimates quarterly to the 
Minister. The accounts of a health unit are to be open for 
inspection by Department of Public Health officials. 


This Act came into force on April 8, 1954. 


Hospitalization and Treatment Services Act Amendment Act 
(Chapter 41) 


wechis Act amends The Hospitalization and Treatment Ser- 
vices Act, being chapter 56 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1953. 


Section 9 is amended. This section authorizes the Minister 
to pay grants to approved schools of nursing. 


Section 12 is amended. A new clause (e) sets out expressly 
the power of the Lieutenant Governor in Council to make regu- 
lations providing for the manner in which hospitalization and 
treatment services costs will be made, and the persons to whom 
payments may be made, as section 6 by its reference to agree- 
ments creates an ambiguity in this regard to the administration 
of this Act. 


This Act came into force on March 30, 1954. 


Hospitalization of City Residents Act Amendment Act 
(Chapter 42) 


This Act amends The Hospitalization of City Residents Act, 
being chapter 29 of the Statutes of Alberta, 1950. 


Section 3, subsection (1) is amended to extend the ceiling of 
eight dollars on the minimum hospital tax to ten dollars. 


This Act came into force on April 8, 1954. 


Hospitals Act Amendment Act (Chapter 43) 


This Act amends The Hospitals Act, being chapter 184 of 
the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


Section 2 is amended to define “‘local hospital’. 


Section 3, subsection (1) is amended to clarify the meaning + 
of approved hospitals where that term appears in this and other 
Acts. The meaning is presently obscure. 


Section 3b, subsection (2), clause (c) is amended to permit 
the benefit of a hospitalization contract to become available 
sixty days after the contract is entered into. At present, bene- 
fits under such contracts become available on the 1st of January 
or the lst of July. The new provision is additional to the old 
requirement which may still be retained if desired. 


Section 3c is replaced by a new section 3c. The purpose of 
this amendment is to permit local authorities or municipal hos- 
pital district boards to be paid the daily hospitalization grant 
where the patient is hospitalized as an emergency patient or 
as a referred patient in an active treatment hospital, and where 
the local authority or board pays the hospitalization account 
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without restricting the hospitalization period of the patient in 
the active treatment hospital. Previously, this permission ex- 
tended only to such patients as were hospitalized in an approved 
hospital which, of necessity, meant in a provincial hospital 
receiving a hospital grant under section 3. The section also has 
been revised to set out more clearly the circumstances in which 
it applies. 


A new section 3n has been added to authorize the Minister to 

reimburse a local authority or municipal hospital district board 
up to half of the amount paid by the authority or board to a 
patient who had been hospitalized in a local hospital with which 
the authority or board has not been able to obtain a hospitaliza- 
tion agreement. This authorization is qualified in that the 
amount of the reimbursement cannot be greater than the amount 
of reimbursement if an approved agreement had been in force 
with the local hospital. 


Section 5 is amended. The amendment to subsection (9) 
provides that the residence of a baby born in a hospital shall for 
the purposes of this Act be deemed a resident of its mother’s 
municipality. Previously, the residence of such a baby- was 
determined by its parents’ residence. Subsection (10) is amended 
to correct a reference to an Act and to add The City Act to the 
municipal Acts mentioned in this section. 


Section 6, subsection (9) is amended for the same purpose as 
subsection (10) of section (5). 


Section 7, subsection (2) is amended for the purpose of 
having this section conform with the proviso in subsection (4) 
of section 6 which was added in 1944 and amended in 1952. 


This Act came into force on April 8, 1954. 


Municipal Hospitals Act Amendment Act (Chapter 71) - 


This Act amends The Municipal Hospitals Act, being chapter 
185 of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


Section 11, subsection (1), clause (i) is amended. The pur- 
pose of this amendment is to fix a maximum of ten dollars on the 
minimum tax to be levied upon ratepayers within the hospital 
district instead of a minimum as was previously provided. 


This Act came into force on April 8, 1954. 


Nursing Service Act Amendment Act (Chapter 73) 


This Act amends The Nursing Service Act, being chapter 45 
of the Statutes of Alberta, 1950. 


Section 2, the definition section, is amended to define therein 
“contributing council’ and “local authority”’. 


Section 3 is amended by the addition of a new subsection (3), 
which provides for the case where a health unit under The Health 
Unit Act has within the unit an area being served by a municipal 
nurse employed under an agreement under this Act. In that case 
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by agreement the administration and operation of that nursing 
service may be transferred to the control of the health unit board. 


Section 4 is amended by substituting a new section. This 
section provides that the budget for the nursing service be pre- 
pared by the loca! authority in the nursing service area, that it 
be submitted to the Minister for approval, and that the Depart- 
ment of Health may estimate its share of the budget and pay 
the same in quarterly instalments. 


Section 5 is amended by substituting a new section. This 
section now provides for the appointment of an official auditor 
who shall prepare a financial statement upon which all contribut- 
ing parties will base their shares of the cost of the service. 


The books of the nursing service are open to inspection by 
officials of the Department of Health. 


Section 5a is added. Subsection (1) provides for the type 
and extent of the costs for which the Department of Health is 
responsible and subsection (2) for those for which the contribut- 
ing councils are responsible. 


This Act came into force on April 8, 1954. 


Public Health Act Amendment Act (Chapter 83) 


This Act amends The Public Health Act, being chapter 183 
of the Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1942. 


Section 22, subsection (3) is amended. Previously by this 
section it was provided that the local medical officer of health 
was the executive officer of the local board of health. This 
provision is repealed. 


Section 23a made provision for the case where an area of a 
health district was included in a full-time health unit. With 
the present Health Unit Act now in force this section becomes 
superfluous and is removed. 


This Act came into force on March 30, 1954.

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The general death rate in Alberta at 7.2 per thousand can be 
considered good. There have, however, been some changes in the 
causes of death which call for thought. Deaths from tuberculosis 
continue to decline although the number of new active cases 
discovered is declining more slowly. For the first time we are 
beginning to see that we have a superfluity of sanatorium beds. 
In 1952 poliomyelitis first appeared among the first ten by taking 
tenth place with 79 deaths. In 1953 it superseded tuberculosis, 
suicides and diabetes mellitus to reach seventh place with a total 
of 108 deaths. In 1954 the deaths were 28. 


The big three still retain their position with diseases of the 
heart, cancer and cerebral hemorrhage in first, second and third 
place. 


In maternal deaths (0.8) and infant deaths (26) Alberta 
has a better average than the rate in Canada. However, better 
infant death rates exist in other countries to show that our job 
is incomplete. 


More detailed information is available in the report of the 
Vital Statistics Division. 


General Health Conditions 


The general death rate in Alberta has been very steady at 
about 7.6 for a number of years. Alberta’s population is aging 
steadily and it is quite probable that we are reaching the stage 
where any further material improvement is unlikely. 


During 1952 and 1953 Alberta had the two worst epidemics 
of poliomyelitis in its history. In 1954 the incidence was lower 
and a substantial number of the cases occurring in January and 
February were really a carry-over of the 1953 epidemic. This 
high incidence of poliomyelitis in the past few years has made it 
the major communicable disease in place of tuberculosis. It had 
replaced this disease as a cause of death and as a cause of 
permanent disability and has placed a heavy burden on the 
hospital services under The Poliomyelitis Sufferers Act. How- 
ever, for 1954 the falling rate of poliomyelitis has permitted 
tuberculosis to resume its former position. 


During 1954 the use of radioactive cobalt was introduced as 
part of the treatment service at the Edmonton Cancer Clinic. 
In the previous year an addition had been provided at the clinic 
building. This additional space provides for a “‘Cobalt Bomb’’. 
The bomb itself was presented to the cancer service by Mervyn 
A. Dutton and Reginald Jennings of Calgary. Following its 
installation this source of radiation has been in continuous use, 
filling an important place in the treatment service. 


Salk Vaccine 


In 1954 Alberta assisted in the first large-scale experiment 
with anti-polio vaccine. The material which was provided by 
the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis (U.S.A.) was 
supplied to Local Boards of Health and Rural Health Units. 
Following the pattern which was in vogue at that time three 
doses were given to each child at intervals of one week. There 
were 16,167 children inoculated, half of them receiving vaccine 
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and half receiving an imitation dose. This experiment called 
for the keeping of accurate and detailed records, thus materially 
increasing the volume of work in the local health services. The 
information thus obtained was supplied to the evaluation com- 
mittee at Ann Arbor and became part of the material used in 
assessing the vaccine. 


Deaths due to accident have retained the fourth place among 
tthe causes of death in Alberta. This is much too high for a 
cause that is fundamentally preventable. Of a total of 624 acci- 
dental deaths, motor vehicles tops the list with 210. It might be 
noted that the motor vehicle deaths have dropped from 263 in 
1953 to 210 in 1954. 


Local Health Services 


It is pleasing to see the continued expansion of Health Units 
throughout rural Alberta. During 1954 one new Health Unit 
was established, namely, the Jasper Place Health Unit at Jasper 
Place, Alberta. This brings the total of rural Health Units to 16 
covering a population of about 423,118 people. Further informa- 
tion can be found in the report of the Division. 


Detailed reports of the work of the various Divisions of this 
Department will be found in the reports of those Divisions. 


I would like to record here my appreciation of the co-operation 
received from the Directors of the various Divisions of the 
Department and my sincere thanks for the excellent work done 
by the various employees.

The work of the Divisions falls under two headings: 


1. Communicable Disease Control. 
2. Supervision of Health Units. 


1. Communicable Diseases 


It is the duty of this Division to supervise the control of 
communicable disease throughout the Province. 


Ascertainment is the first step in control. Notification is 
required by every doctor treating a case listed in the schedule 
of communicable diseases. The notification is directed to the 
Local Health Authority where one exists; otherwise, directly to 
the Provincial Health Authority. 


On receipt of notification the cases are recorded and a weekly 
return of the incidence is sent to the Federal Government, to all 
principal local health authorities in the Province, and to neigh- 
bouring provinces and the nearby States of the United States. 
Similar returns are received, and by this means, Health Depart- 
ments can be kept aware of what is happening in adjacent areas. 
The value of this in controlling infectious diseases is that trends 
may be forecast. The statistics also assist in assessing the value 
of measures taken to control. 


DISTRIBUTION OF BIOLOGICAL PRODUCTS 


This Division is in charge of the distribution of vaccines and 
other materials used for immunization. 


Immunization is carried out as a routine against Diphtheria, 
Whooping Cough, Smallpox and Tetanus, and to protect special 
groups at risk against Typhoid and Paratyphoid, Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, Rabies and Measles. During the year, as in 
the past, Immune Serum Globulin was given as an immunizing 
agent to immediate contacts of poliomyelitis. 


The Provincial Laboratory stores the various immunizing 
agents and dispenses them to physicians throughout the Province 
on request of the physicians. There is also maintained at some 
of the municipal hospitals in outlying areas, a supply which is 
distributed on demand; this is so that the material may be readily 
available where, due to road and other conditions, delay in dis- 
tribution might be encountered. 


The distribution of Immune Serum Globulin is controlled by 
this Division. During the year 34,125 cc’s. were sent out to 
Health Officers and physicians. This material is provided free. 


The total cost of the programme of distribution of Immune 
Serum Globulin and Biologicals during 1954 was $87,012.53. Of 
this amount, $10,186.00 was spent for purchase of Immune 
Serum Globulin. 


POLIOM YELITIS 


The incidence of poliomyelitis was much less this year than 
last. There were 550 cases reported with 31 deaths. While this 


* 
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is a comparatively high incidence, it is much less than last year 
with 1,458 cases and 111 deaths. 


There was a much smoother routine in the handling of actual 
cases, this being due to careful planning based on past experience. 
It was not found necessary for the Provincial Board of Health 
to order any restriction on the activities of children such as 
exclusion from swimming pools, theatres and other public gather- 
ings; nor was there any closure of schools. 


POLIOMYELITIS SURVEY 


Early in 1954 a small team under the direction of Dr. E. S. 
Orford Smith set out to make a study of the epidemiology of 
poliomyelitis with a view to assisting the Provincial Board of 
Health to prescribe sound control measures in the event that 
Alberta should ever be threatened by another epidemic like that 
of 1953. The work of this team consisted of three main parts: 


(a) a general epidemiological survey ; 

(b) a special study of a few particular outbreaks ; 

(c) an investigation into the protective value of gamma 
globulin. 


In the general epidemiological survey a total of 1,437 polio- 
myelitis cases were individually followed up out of the 1,631 
known cases which occurred during the epidemic year between 
the 1st of April 1953 and the 31st of March 1954. Contact with 
another known case was established in 17.5% of the cases 
studied, with a suspected case in 25%, and with a particular 
suspected carrier in 2%. Droplet or airborne infection was 
considered the only possible method of spread in 58.5% of the 
cases, food-borne infection the only explanation in 0.5%, while 
more than one mode of transmission was possible in 30%. 


Among the particular outbreaks studied was a localized epi- 
demic which occurred at Fort Vermilion in the middle of winter 
and an outbreak which originated from a Bible Camp at Pigeon 
Lake at the height of summer. These special studies served to 
indicate that poliomyelitis at any time of year is transmitted by 
direct personal contact along narrow channels. 


The value of gamma globulin was assessed by comparing the 
incidence of poliomyelitis among intimate contacts who received 
it with the incidence among those who did not. It was found 
that an intimate contact who did not have gamma globulin was 
about three times as likely to contract the disease as an intimate 
contact who did have it. 


The short duration of the protective effect of gamma globulin, 
however, and the need for a more lasting form of immunity led, 
in May, to Alberta’s acceptance of an offer of some poliomyelitis 
vaccine from the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis in 
New York. Dr. Orford Smith’s team was thus suddenly involved 
in the organization of a large-scale field trial which extended to 
most parts of the Province. The immense amount of follow-up 
work entailed in this trial likewise became the team’s responsi- 
bility. The actual evaluation of the vaccine was done at the 
University of Michigan. The results of the evaluation were 
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released in April 1955 and in summary are: “the vaccination 
was 80-90% effective against paralytic poliomyelitis; that it 
was 60-70% effective against disease caused by Type I virus 
and 90% or more effective against that of Type II and Type III 
virus.” 

SALK VACCINE FIELD TRIALS 


In the Field Trials with the Salk Vaccine 16,167 children 
received the three doses. Half of these children received the 
vaccine, and the other half the “placebo” or control solution. 


RABIES 


The prevalence of this disease in animals continued during 
the year 1954. There were reported fifty positive cases, con- 
firmed by laboratory findings, plus an additional ten cases 
clinically all diagnosed. The location of all cases was in an area 
north of Westlock, about half in the Municipal District of 
Athabasca and some in the Peace River area. 


The programme of the Rabies Control Committee continues, 
and the committee is satisfied and gratified with the results 
being obtained. 


No case of human rabies was reported. There were several 
reports of people being bitten, or otherwise exposed to risk by 
the exposure of scratches to saliva of infected animals. 


In every case where anti-rabies vaccine was requested, it 
was dispatched at the earliest possible moment, or in many 
cases was at hand at the Health Units or in the possession of the 
Local Health Authority. Forty-five treatment packages of anti- 
rabies vaccine were sent out during the year. This Division has 
record with particulars in fifteen cases where the vaccine was 
used.

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2. Health Unis 


This Division exercises administrative control over the Health 
Units. 


Under the Public Health Act, public health is made the 
responsibility of local government agencies. Outside of the two 
major cities, no local government authority in the Province is 
large enough to maintain its own public health program. Group- 
ing of local government agencies into health units makes it 
possible for the group to receive the benefit of a well organized 
service. The Provincial government contributes 60% of an 
approved budget; the local contributing authorities contribute 
40%. The area designated as a health unit is divided into wards, 
each ward is represented by one member from one of the con- 
tributing councils in the ward. This constitutes the board of 
governing body of the health unit. 


This organization brings an efficient public health service 
within the reach of everyone in the Province with the exception 
of those living in the most sparsely settled areas, thus making it 
possible for the resident of the area served to receive a service 
equal to the service they would enjoy in the major cities. 


Included in the services provided are: 


1. The control of communicable diseases. 
2. Tuberculosis control. 

. Sanitation. 

. Pre and Post Natal care. 

. School Health. 

. Mental Health. 

. Nutritional advice. 

. Health Education. 

. Dental Service for Children.

In addition to the above, the Health Unit acts as the serum 
centre, storing and distributing the sera and vaccines supplied by 
the Provincial Health Department. 


The units are staffed by a medical officer, nurses, sanitary 
inspectors and steno-technicians. The number authorized de- 
pends on the number of population served. The medical officer of 
health acts as the director of the Health Unit. If the contributing 
councils so request, the Board of Health Unit acts as local Board 
of Health for the contributing council, and appoint their medical 
officer as Medical Officer of Health. 


There are sixteen full-time health units in operation, namely:

The Jasper Place Health Unit was established with effective 
date of April 1st, 1954; health unit service, however, did not get 
under way until the month of June. 


The Macleod-Pincher Creek Health Unit operates with partial 
staff consisting of two nurses only. 


There have been several staff changes within the various 
units during 1954. One medical officer left the Province, one 
resigned to enter the Federal service, one to go into private 
practice, and one transferred to another Health Unit within the 
Province.

Special Programme 


In the Spring of 1954 the Province accepted an offer from 
the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis of Salk Vaccine 
for administration on an experimental basis. All of the Health 
Units with the exception of one, co-operated by participation in 
this Vaccine Trial and the extensive follow-up procedure which 
the experiment necessitated. 


28 DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


DIVISION OF ENTOMOLOGY 


J. H. BROWN, B.Sc., M.Sc., F.A.P.H.A., Director 


The Division of Entomology deals with insect-borne disease, 
with particular attention being paid to Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever and Colorado Tick Fever (serious human diseases carried 
by ticks), Sylvatic Plague (a human disease carried by rats, 
gophers and fleas), Tularaemia (commonly called Deer-fly Fever) 
and Encephalomyelitis (a disease transmitted by mosquitoes). 


Other insect problems, such as fly and mosquito control, 
insecticides, insect infestations in foodstuffs and insect pests of 
institutions, fall within the work of the Division. Furthermore, a 
considerable amount of time is devoted to determining the dis- 
tribution of insects, ticks, and mites that are involved in the 
transmission of human diseases. 


Tick Survey 


Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever Ticks are well established in 
Alberta. Their known and supposed range embraces all of that 
part of Alberta, south of a line from Calgary east to Empress, and 
thence north and west in the foothills and mountains north to 
Fort St. John, B.C. 


A great amount of economic activity, including hydro-power 
development, oil surveying and drilling, and pulp and paper 
development is now being undertaken in the Foothills and Moun- 
tain Areas. As a large number of persons are employed in these 
activities, it is necessary that a knowledge of the insect-borne 
diseases present in the areas be obtained so that the necessary 
Public Health steps for the protection of human health and wel- 
fare can be undertaken. 


1. Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever: This is a seasonal disease 
occurring from April to September, but being most common dur- 
ing June and July. It is transmitted to man through the bite of an 
infected tick. The fatality rate in Alberta was 80% but this has 
been decreased by vaccination programs and the use of the newer 
antibiotics. In Alberta it is transmitted by the Spotted Fever Tick 
and the Rabbit Tick. 


(a) Cases: There were no cases of Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever in 1954. 


(b) Vaccinations: The use of Rocky Mountain Spotted Fever 
vaccine as a protection against Spotted Fever is well-established 
in Alberta. It is given in three 1-cc doses one week apart and 
confers 100% protection for one year. 


During 1954 a total of 1,951 doses were given. Of these 425 
were given at Manyberries, 245 at Redcliff, 189 at Medicine Hat, 
35 at Elkwater and Thelma, and 1,057 at Ralston. 


A large number of drilling and seismographic crews secured 
vaccine during 1954 for the protection of their personnel working 
in the foothills and mountain areas.

2. Collections: During 1954 a total of 1,673 ticks were collected. 
Of these 442 were taken from small wild animals and 1,231 were 
collected from grass by means of a cloth flag. 


3. Infected Ticks: The following table shows the collections of 
ticks in 1954 that were positive for Spotted Fever:

The finding of Spotted Fever infection in Haemaphysalis 
leporis-palustris (The Rabbit Tick) at Brooks is the first record of 
Spotted Fever in this species in Canada. 


4. Colorado Tick Fever: The first record of Colorado Tick Fever 
in Canada was made in 1954 when one lot totaling 30 ticks col- 
lected west of Calgary on June 12, 1954, were found to be infected. 
The determination of the infection in the ticks was made by Dr. 
C. L. Larson, Director, Rocky Mountain Laboratory, Hamilton, 
Montana. 


Colorado Tick Fever in man is caused by the bite of infected 
ticks. It is characterized by a very sudden onset of chills, head- 
ache, and fever 4 to 5 days following the tick bite. It can be 
confused with dengue or influenza. Determination is made on the 
basis of complement-fixation tests, using 8 to 10 cc. of blood. 


At present there is no treatment other than supportative treat- 
ment in hospital.

Plague Survey 


No human cases have occurred in Alberta in recent years. 
However, the presence of the disease in gophers and fleas con- 
stitutes a serious health hazard. 


2. Distribution: Two very large areas of Plague infection, one 
centering on Hanna and the other on Brooks, are present in 
Alberta. In both of these areas Plague-infected gophers and 
Plague-infected fleas are present in large numbers. The Plague 
situation in the Brooks district is potentially dangerous as the 
disease is spreading amongst the gophers and beginning to invade 
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thickly settled areas. There are indications that the “pallid vole” 
(a small field mouse) is also carrying the infection. 


3. Collections: During the course of the Plague Survey in 1954, 40 
collections were made consisting of 351 animals, of which 293 
were shot and 58 trapped. A total of 929 fleas and 20 tissue 
specimens, mostly from the Prairie Gopher, were recovered and 
submitted to the laboratory for bacterological examination. No 
positives were recovered. 


Tularaemia 


1. Tularaemia in Nature: Tularaemia infection in Alberta is known 
to be present in cats, fleas, deer flies, field mice, gophers, gulls, 
mice, mink, muskrat, rabbits, sheep, skunks, swine and ticks. 


2. Collections: No positives were reported, but all the 1954 
material has not yet been examined. 


Fly Control 


1. Myiasis: Myiasis is a condition wherein Fly Maggots invade 
animal tissue and set up serious complications. There were no 
cases of Myiasis in 1954. 


2. Lethbridge Fly Control District: The fly control program was 
very successful, with the benefits being received by the towns, 
villages and dairy farmers participating far outweighing the actual 
cost. It is anticipated that the program will become an integral 
part of the basic sanitation program in that area. 


3. Camrose Fly Control: During the summer of 1953 the town of 
Camrose became interested in a Fly Control Program. In order 
to achieve maximum results in the short time available it was 
recommended that the whole town be ‘‘fogged”’ by an insecticide. 
A commercial pest control firm was engaged and good results were 
obtained. 


During 1954 the Town Council purchased a “fogging” 
machine and has had excellent results. 


Mosquito Control 


1. Edmonton: A partial control program was undertaken but due 
to the continuous wet weather, it’s efficiency could not be evalu- 
ated. 


2. Medicine Hat: The City Council and Local Medical Officer of 
Health are very interested in starting a control program within 
the City limits. 


3. In Irrigated Districts: The mosquito problem in irrigated dis- 
tricts is directly connected with the poor use of water. Any con- 
trol measures proposed would have to be developed in conjunc- 
tion with the management of the district. 


4. Number of Species Present: To date 31 species of mosquitoes 
are known to be present; six of these are transmitters of Equine 
encephalomyelitis. Considerable effort is being devoted to deter- 
mining the distribution of Culex tarsalis, which is of considerable 
importance in the transmission of encephalomyelitis. 


/ 
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Encephalomyelitis 


1. Distribution: In Alberta indications of the virus have been 
demonstrated in such animals as horses, prairie gophers and small 
sparrow-like birds. 


2. Mosquitoes: Six species capable of transmitting encephalitis are 
present in Alberta, with Culex tarsalis (which is a common mos- 
quito), being the most important transmitting agent. The distri- 
bution of the mosquitoes involved is being determined. 


Schistosomiasis 


Schistosome dermatitis is commonly called “swimmers itch.” 
The cause of itching is the penetrating of the skin by a small 
forked-tailed parasite (cecariae). The intermediate hosts are ducks 
and snails. 


Mycology 


Description: The laboratory work in Mycology is done by Dr. 
Silver Keeping, Provincial Mycologist at the Provincial Laboratory 
of Public Health, while the material, mainly sections of lung, liver, 
and spleen from small rodents, (such as field mice), is collected by 
the Field Crew of this Division. 


The organisms involved are Fungi (mould-like growths) and 
it has been demonstrated that they are well established in Alberta. 


Laboratory 


1. insect Collection: Good progress is being made in arranging the 
collection of insects and ticks injurious to human health. 


2. Insect Infestations in Foodstuffs: The infestation of foodstuffs, 
particularly flour, rolled oats, dry cereals, raisins, currants, nuts, 
etc., with insects has become a serious problem and complaints are 
constantly received from purchasers of such infested materials. 
Representations were made to the Department of National Health 
and Welfare and it is understood that the Food and Drug In- 
spectors have now become more active in this work. This is a 
very worthwhile move as the Dominion Inspectors can now deal 
with infested material originating outside Alberta. 


3. Waporizers: Vaporizers are mechanical devices for releasing the 
fumes of Lindane and other insecticides by means of electrical 
heating elements. Representations were made to the Pesticide 
Division of the Department of National Health and Welfare for 
regulations which came into effect during 1954. 


4. insecticides: This Division has always maintained that there is 
no SAFE insecticide, but that all insecticides can be used SAFELY. 
However, during the past years an enormous number of chemical 
insecticides have appeared on the market. The majority of the 
chemical insecticides are toxic to man and some of them— 
particularly those that belong in the “Nerve Gas” group, are ex- 
tremely dangerous. To give some protection in the event of 
poisoning, a voublication on ‘Antidotes for Pesticides” has been 
prepared fc. distribution to Physicians, District Nurses and 
Hospitals. 
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General 


The usual procedure of keeping the Provincial, City, Health 
Unit and Liquor Board Inspectors informed on the latest methods 
for control of pest insects was continued with gratifying results. 


The usual Lectures to Medical Students, Public Health 
Nurses, Nurses in Training and Undergraduates in Home 
Economics were given, and in some cases, expanded. 


Educational Work 


The usual educational work in regard to the control of insect- 
borne diseases was carried out by means of radio, motion pictures, 
newspapers and lectures. 


During 1954, two papers were published, and one paper was 
mimeographed.

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Division Of Social Hygiene 


PAUL L. RENTIERS, M.D., Director 


During 1954 the Division has been responsible for mainten- 
ance of clinics located in Edmonton, Calgary, and Lethbridge. 
There has been no change in executive personnel during the year, 
nor has there been any major alteration in the administrative 
methods or medical techniques employed by the Division. The 
continued use of a single mobile clinic has made it unnecessary 
to reopen any of the part-time clinics which were operated in 
Alberta during the 1940’s. 


I am pleased to report that the work of the Division is still 
mainly limited to control and treatment of two major diseases, 
gonorrhoea and syphilis. As far as can be determined no other 
venereal disease has as yet been diagnosed in this province, 
although suspected cases of chancroid, lymphopathia venereum 
and granuloma inguinale have been investigated. It is to be noted, 
however, that despite the fact that there was only a slight increase 
in clinic attendance throughout 1954 as compared to 1953, there 
has been a formidable rise in the incidence of primary and second- 
ary syphilis. Figures for the entire province show a total of 72 
such cases as compared to 41 in 1953. This increase takes on 
added importance when we realize that the incidence of gonor- 
rhoea has shown no significant change. 


In analysis this Division feels that this rise in incidence of early 
syphilis must be attributed to several factors: 


1. The very rapid growth in population experienced in urban 
areas. 


2. The great influx of transient labour. 

3. The temporary disbandment of the Edmonton City Police 
morality squad as such in April, 1954. : 

4. The curtailment of control measures in the United States 
Public Health Service necessitated by the reduction of 
federal financial aid to this service. 


There is little need to elaborate on points 1 and 2 except to 
state that the extremely important work of the Social Investigators 
has been made more difficult. As to the third point, it is felt that 
the recent reorganization of the morality section of the Edmonton 
City Police under experienced leadership will greatly aid the work 
of our Division. Regarding the fourth point, it must be stated 
that early syphilis has shown a rise in the United States during 
the past year and investigators in the United States Public Health 
Service feel this to be largely attributable to decreased federal 
financial aid. At least a portion of the Alberta increase may be 
assumed to be a reflection of lessened control across the border. 


During 1954 some changes have occurred in the management 
of suspected syphilis cases. The advent of the Treponema Pal- 
lidum Immobilization test, which is now being done for the whole 
of Canada by the Division of Venereal Disease Control of Ontario, 
has simplified the sero-diagnosis of syphilis. The time required 
before a suspected case can be definitely diagnosed has been con- 
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siderably reduced. It is hoped that in the not too distant future 
this test will be part of the services provided by the Provincial 
Laboratories in Alberta and some steps have already been taken 
towards the setting up of this service. Most investigators now 
feel that the Treponema Pallidum Immobilization test will replace 
the Wassermann and Kahn tests in the diagnosis of syphilis, al- 
though the latter tests will still be necessary as therapeutic guides. 


The taking of premarital blood tests remains one of the many 
functions carried out by our clinic personnel. The value of this 
procedure has been demonstrated repeatedly from both a medical 
and an educational point of view. Since December 17, 1954, a fee 
of one dollar per person has been levied for this service. 


Penicillin continues to be the drug of choice in the treatment 
of syphilis. However, the greater use of this drug has resulted in 
an increased incidence of severe reactions to it. This has added a 
further problem in the management of cases under therapy. 
Special drugs, such as terramycin and aureomycin, have been sub- 
stituted in selected cases of penicillin sensitivity. All the drugs 
mentioned above are being distributed free of charge to the 
private physician on request. 

The educational programme of the Division has included a re- 
organization of the training provided for student nurses attending 
the clinics on a part-time basis with more emphasis on teaching 
during their period of affiliation. Lecturers from the Division 
are responsible for all instruction on venereal disease both in the 
University of Alberta Medical School and the Schools of Nursing. 
Purchase of a new film, “Laboratory Aids in the Diagnosis of 
Syphilis”, has helped this programme considerably. Distribution 
of literature and venereal disease information to interested adult 
groups has continued.

Activity to inform the people of Alberta how to avoid prevent- 
able diseases and work for better health by individual and com- 
munity action using provincial and local health services was 
continued and expanded during the year 1954 by the Division of 
Health Education. 


During the year work of the Division was extended to reach 
many thousands more persons in the province. This was done by 
stimulating health education activities of many other persons and 
community groups. 


Main dependence of the Division has continued to be on staffs 
of health units and municipal nurses of the province. In addition 
there has been a very marked increase of interest and activity in 
health education by members of the medical and dental profes- 
sions, teachers, youth leaders, community organizations such as 
Home and School Associations and church groups. 


This expanded activity was reflected by a very substantial in- 
crease in the load of work carried by the staff of the Division and 
is partially reflected in such figures as the 80 per cent increase in 
film bookings and the 90 per cent increase in literature distribu- 
tion. 


Tours and Public Meetings 


An important phase of the work of this Division has continued 
to be tours of the more isolated areas of the province by the 
Director frequently accompanied by the Public Health Nutrition- 
ist. These tours included visits to schools in the area and public 
meetings in the evening arranged by the municipal nurses. 


From January to April, twenty-five schools were visited in 
such tours and in September thirty-two schools were visited in 
another tour. On these visits we were accompanied by the muni- 
cipal nurse in each area. In all school visits the teachers were 
made acquainted with the work of the division and in a more 
general way with the services of the Department of Public Health. 


In many of the schools films were shown on the portable pro- 
jector and lessons in health were taught. Most of the students 
in these schools seldom have an opportunity to see educational 
or any other class of film. About 2,000 pupils were given such 
lessons and film screenings. 


Besides the opportunity provided by the tours to reach these 
students and members of the public attending meetings arranged 
for the evening, this activity provided an opportunity for in-service 
training in health education for the municipal nurses and a re- 
fresher course in health education methods for the teachers 
visited. 


During the year trips were also made to health units in various 
parts of the province to hold workshops on film utilization in 
health education. The staffs of five health units and one city 
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Board of Health attended four of these workshops held in Leth- 
bridge, Calgary, High River and Red Deer. 


Each of these workshops had two phases. At the first section 
instruction and training in the mechanical use of the projector 
was given. The second phase covered the methods of using the 
film as an educational tool, including selection, preparation of 
self and audience and guiding subsequent discussion. 


In addition a series of evenings was devoted to conducting 
film mechanics classes for the sanitary inspectors of northern 
Alberta at their regular monthly meetings. 


A workshop on film utilization was also held at the spring con- 
ference of the municipal nurses of the province held during Easter 
week. Representatives of the National Film Board co-operated 
at all of these film utilization workshops. 


In addition to the public meetings arranged on tours the 
Director has been called on to address other gatherings during 
the year on services of the department or other public health sub- 
jects. These gatherings have included a number of church and 
Sunday school groups and a number of Edmonton Home and 
School Associations. 


Publications 


A new booklet ALBERTA’S HEALTH SERVICES PROGRAM, 
which incorporated the information and material in two previous 
booklets YOUR HEALTH SERVICES and ALBERTA’S HOSPITAL- 
IZATION PROGRAM was prepared and edited during the year. 
The booklet was designed and written to acquaint citizens of the 
province with the whole program of the Department of Public 
Health and how the services of this program may be secured by 
individuals in need of them. 


Since the end of September more than 6,000 copies of the 
booklet have been distributed to municipal and health unit 
officials, hospital boards, doctors, nurses, executives of com- 
munity organizations and members of the public as well as editors, 
radio commentators and teachers and students. The very large 
number of requests for this booklet which continue to come 
from all parts of the province indicates a very lively interest in 
the subject of the booklet in all sections of the population. 


Two other older publications PROTECTING THE COMMUNITY 
MILK SUPPLY and PROTECTION OF THE COMMUNITY’S FOOD 
SUPPLY were rewritten, edited and published during the year in 
collaboration with the Division of Sanitary Engineering. The 
leaflet PROTECTING THE COMMUNITY MILK SUPPLY describes 
regulations and methods of enforcement in regard to the produc- 
tion and sale of milk, methods of testing for purity and quality, 
methods of pasteurization, tuberculin testing of cattle and regula- 
tions regarding milk pasteurization. PROTECTION OF THE COM- 
MUNITY’S FOOD SUPPLY incorporated federal regulations under 
the Food and Drugs Act, and other acts with the provincial sani- 
tary regulations regarding the sale of food. 


The mimeographed publication HEALTH EDUCATION NOTES, 
with information on new films, booklets and other health educa- 
tion materials available from the Division, continued to be pre- 
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pared and published during the year and distributed to other 
divisions of the department, to staffs of the health units and other 
public health workers in the province. 


Other mimeographed material edited and published during 
the year included a supplement to our film catalogue HEALTH 
EDUCATION SERVICES listing additional films that had been 
added to the Health Education film library. Another new supple- 
ment will be published in the near future. 


Also published was an information sheet for the general public 
on the latest information on hospital and medical services pro- 
vided by the province for poliomyelitis patients. Additional 
mimeographed publications included a variety of notices, forms, 
letters to doctors, nurses and literature order forms for teachers 
of the province. 


Health Literature Distribution 


Approximately 375,000 pieces of health literature and 8,000 
posters were distributed by the Division during the year. ‘This 
represented an increase of 90 per cent over the distribution for 
the previous year. A large proportion of this was made up 
of increased orders from teachers of the province for material 
for use in the classrooms in connection with the Health and Per. 
sonal Development courses in the curriculum. 


Child and maternal welfare continued to lead as the subject 
most in demand for general distribution with booklets and 
pamphlets on the work and services of the Department of Public 
Health as a close second. 


This growing distribution has continued to be directed towards 
readers who would have the most immediate interest in it and 
need for it. Most of the material reaches readers through the 
public health workers in local health units or health boards. The 
medical profession of the province is making increasing use of 
material from the division. 


The Division of Health Education secured from the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis and distributed to the physicians 
of Alberta copies of the booklet DEFINITIVE AND DIFFER- 
ENTIAL DIAGNOSIS OF POLIOMYELITIS in connection with the 
poliomyelitis vaccine tests conducted in the province last summer. 


General 


Among the dozens of requests received by the division every 
week for regular services of the division, booklets, pamphlets and 
program help or film bookings would be many asking for special 
information on a variety of subjects in the health field for teachers, 
nurses and doctors or other speakers, or writers. These requests 
were all answered with the help of other members of the depart- 
ment, if possible, or else the queries were directed to other 
sources of information. 


Many correspondents sought information on community health 
and sanitation problems and conditions and asked advice on what 
could be done about them. Arrangements were made in most cases

to put these correspondents in touch with appropriate local or 
provincial health officials and through the latter to give them any 
needed help in educational activity required. 


Films 


Use of films and filmstrips from the Health Education film 
library increased 70 per cent in 1954. During the year there were 
a total of 5,270 screenings of Health Education films to an aggre- 
gate audience of 230,000 persons. 


While all uses of films showed an increase the growing demand 
from community organizations such as Home and School Associa- 
tions accounted for a large part of the rise in film use. 


Training in the use of films in workshops, provided for nurses 
and sanitary inspectors, resulted in greater use of films by the 
public health personnel of the province. The sanitation section of 
the Edmonton Board of Health continued to use films and other 
material from the division in classes for food handlers of the city. 


Through the Division of Health Education a school for food 
handlers and restaurant help in the Banff National Park was 
arranged. Personnel of the Division of Sanitary Engineering con- 
ducted the classes and used films and educational material pro- 
vided by this division. 


Leaders in Boy Scouts, Brownies, Girl Guides, Y.M.C.A. and 
Y.W.C.A. groups made increasing use of health education films 
during the year. The films were also in use at a variety of summer 
camps for children. First aid, safety and physiology films from 
our library were used by 22 first aid classes during the year. 


Other films were wanted by a number of municipalities in 
connection with proposals and plebiscites on water supply and 
sewage disposal plans being considered. 


Groups representing wider organizations who viewed a selec- 
tion of films as a suggestion for program materials for their 
organizations included ministerial groups, representatives from all 
the Home and School organizations in the Edmonton area, Y.W.C.A. 
group leaders at a conference in Calgary and social workers in 
Calgary and Edmonton. 


The Division of Health Education has co-operated with a num- 
ber of federal government agencies to make health education 
materials available to Indians and Eskimos living in or near the 
province. Nurses and social workers of the Indian Affairs branch 
have made use of films from our library. 


Through the year the Division supplies films and materials to 
the School For Nursing Aides conducted in Fort Smith, N.W.T. 
where girls from both Alberta and North West Territories are 
receiving an excellent elementary training in health. 


For the second year the Division assisted at a short course 
operated at the Charles Camsell hospital for R.C.M.P. officers 
being stationed in the extreme north. The course covered 
emergency obstetrics, nutrition and sanitation and the Division 
supplies instructional films and arranged for speakers from the 
Department of Public Health. 
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Film Production and New Films 


During the year in co-operation with the Photographic Branch 
of the Department of Economic Affairs a film YOUR HEALTH 
UNIT dealing with the story of the establishment of a health unit, 
was planned, written and produced. 


The film follows the sequence of events as they actually 
occurred in starting the Barons-Eureka Health Unit and uses the 
real people who actually took part in the events they portray in 
the film. Processing and printing of the film has now been com- 
pleted and it will be available in the Health Education film library 
in 1955. 


During the year 48 new titles were added to the film library 
and new copies of nine others were also added either to replace 
films which had worn out or to make additional copies available 
of films that were so much in demand that many orders could not 
be filled. There are now 438 sound films, 49 silent films and 81 
filmstrips in the library. 


Considerable attention was paid to the selection of films to 
be added to the library. This involves securing for preview and 
screening several times the number of films actually purchased. 
These are screened by a representative of the division with a care- 
fully chosen committee of individuals who are acquainted with the 
subject of the film, and health units, medical and nursing repre- 
sentatives. The result of this careful selection is that most of the 
films added to the library have met with an excellent reception 
and heavy demand from the public. 


Exhibits and Displays 


The Department of Public Health was represented at the 
Edmonton Exhibition in July 1954 by work exhibits from the Pro- 
vincial Mental Institute and the Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium 
and a display of the School for Nursing Aides. The Division 
assisted in arrangements for the exhibits and provided some 
required display materials. 

During the summer a number of health units were again given 
assistance in planning displays for the local fairs at Camrose, 
Stettler, Athabasca, Grande Prairie and Westlock. Turntables and 
other equipment loaned by the Division of Health Education 
assisted the health units in telling the communities something 
about their local health services. 


Space for a large display of health education and program 
assistance material was provided at the annual convention of the 
Alberta Federation of Home and School Associations held in 
Edmonton last May with delegates present from more than 500 
local associations. A representative from the Division and a repre- 
sentative from the Edmonton Guidance Clinic were present at the 
display during the sessions and during the two days nearly 1,000 
persons who viewed the display asked questions about work of 
the department and left requests for information and materials. 

For the second year the Division placed a display at the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Division of the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation held in Calgary in October. 

The display was attended by a member of the Division and 
reached a large proportion of the doctors in the southern sections 
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of the province who had not previously been as aware of the work 
of the Division. It received considerable attention from the press. 


A new departure for the Division last autumn was the inaugur- 
ation of displays of health education materials at the local conven- 
tions of the Alberta Teachers Association. The displays were 
arranged in co-operation with the health units of the convention 
districts and four of the conventions were attended by representa- 
tives of the Division and the health units and six conventions were 
attended by health unit representatives using materials arranged 
and supplied by this division. 


The displays were visited and studied by between 4,000 and 
9,000 teachers and further requests have been received from over 
25 per cent of them for materials they saw in the display relating 
to the subjects they were teaching. 


Expressions of appreciation have been received from the 
executives of the associations for the displays. The project not 
only brought health education more strongly into the minds of the 
teachers but provided an opportunity for the public health nurses 
i attendance to meet a large number of teachers in a short period 
of time. 
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Nutrition Services 
ELVA M. PERDUE, B.Sc. (H.Sc.), Director 


The following report covers the work of Nutrition Services 
for the calendar year 1954. 


The emphasis on the integration of the activities of Nutrition 
Services into other services of the health department as described 
in previous reports has continued. This plan appears to be the 
one to follow and develop because the nutritional level of the pre- 
natal, the post-natal, the infant, the child, the adult, the older 
person, the sick and the well depends on the kind and the amount 
of food eaten and the prevention and correction of many of the 
common health problems possess a nutrition component of 
significance. 


General 


Nutrition Services has received more requests for service 
during the year than during any previous year. The variety of 
services requested covered a broader field and included speakers 
for meetings, assistance with food purchasing, technical informa- 
tion, nutrition literature and posters. Then, too, there was also 
an increase in calls for service from a greater number of agencies, 
organizations and associations. 


There were fewer inquiries about severe deficiency diseases. 
and an increased number of inquiries about the quality and 
quantity of the nutrients necessary for health. This apvears to 
indicate a greater interest in the facts about nutrition as it affects 
the health of the people. 


Activities 


NURSES: The nutritionist had an opportunity to assist new staff 
to become acquainted with nutrition problems in their area. Be- 
fore going to their posts the municipal nurses usually spend some 
time with the nutritionist to become acquainted with the services 
available and how they might be used. 


Twenty-nine nurses were visited in their areas during the 
year. The work requested by the nurses included consultation 
with individual patients and home visits to specific families. 
Adult meetings were arranged through the public health nurses. 


ScHOOLS: Tours of the schools in the province were arranged 
with local public health workers. Methods of teaching nutrition 
using materials available from Nutrition Services were discussed 
with the teachers. It is felt that these informal meetings estab- 
lished a closer relationship between the teachers and the public 
health personnel. 


School students, as in the past, requested information and 
publications on many phases of nutrition. In addition nutrition 
displays were loaned to schools to assist in their programs. 


INSTITUTIONS: Dietary consultant service to municipal hos- 
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pitals, welfare institutions and school dormitories has been con- 
tinued during the past year. The monthly release “Institutional 
Supper Menus” was again produced and distributed. In addition 
requests for assistance have included: consultation service on 
hospital food service departments; organization and manage- 
ment; purchasing; use and maintenance of equipment; thera- 
peutic needs; provision of menu guides; and evaluation of 
institutional practices. 


Nutrition Services was also asked to review the architectural 
plans for four new and renovated food service departments and 
the equipment specifications. 


Special Services 
The following types of services were given upon request: 


1. Prepared materials on food budgeting and special diet 
menus to assist public health nurses and welfare workers when 
dealing with individual patients. 


2. Quantity recipe books and therapeutic diet manuals were 
made available on loan to fourteen municipal hospitals. 


3. A quantity recipe book has been compiled and will be 
mimeographed and distributed during 1955. 


4. In response to requests from the municipal hospitals work 
has been commenced on a therapeutic diet manual. 


5. The following mimeographed materials were prepared or 
reprinted during the year: 


(a) Pre-natal Leaflet 
(b) Classroom Activities 
(c) Food Fads and Fallacies 


6. The Nutritionist participated in the refresher course for 
hospital matrons. : 


7. The Nutritionist assisted in a course offered at the Charles 
Camsell Hospital, Edmonton, for twenty R.C.M.P. officers, who 
were being posted to isolated points in the Northwest Territories. 


8. During the five-day course on the care of the poliomyelitis 
patient the Nutritionist acted as a resource person in the field 
of feeding the poliomyelitis patient. 


9. Program assistance was given to nineteen Home and 
School Associations; five Women’s Institutes; seven Women’s 
Church groups; six Girl Guide groups; two C.G.I.T. groups; five 
classes of student nurses; two groups of student teachers. 


10. The Nutritionist attended the meetings of the Dominion 
Provincial Nutrition Committee and the Canadian Council on 
Nutrition in Ottawa. 


The year’s work as revealed in the report shows a widening 
scope of activities and an increased interest in nutrition. There 
are still many untapped avenues which might be used for the 
dissemination of nutrition information and it is hoped that it will 
be possible to develop these in 1955, 
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Division of Municipal Nursing 


MARGUERITE MACALISTER, R.N., P.H.N., Director 


One of the major changes during the year 1954 was the 
establishment of the upkeep and maintenance of the nurses cot- 
tages, grounds and water supply on a taxation basis. The local 
societies found that it had become impossible to collect sufficient 
funds on a voluntary basis to properly maintain the cottages. 
The local Nursing Service Society still retain ownership of the 
cottage and are paid rent by the Local Authority to cover the 
cost of improvements and maintenance. 


The number of Nursing Services has remained stationary at 
a total of thirty-three—twenty-seven in Improvement Districts, 
six full-time and one part-time in organized Municipalities.

The field staff for the year included 22 permanent staff 
members of which seven permanent appointments became 
effective during the year. 24 temporary nurses of which 12 were 
new appointments. There were 3 resident married nurses in 
various busy districts who were appointed to relieve for holidays. 
Four nurses were granted leave of absence to take the Public 
Health Course; three of those are attending the Univrsity of 
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Alberta, and one is at McGill University, Montreal. One nurse 
took leave of absence for personal reasons. There were 10 
resignations, of which five nurses accepted other employment 
and five were married nurses. 


Staff Education 


The Annual Spring Conference which was held in the Confer- 
ence Room, Administration Building, Easter week, was attended 
by all of the nurses. The theme of the Conference was “Mental 
Health” and was conducted by the staff of the Edmonton 
Guidance Clinic under the direction of Dr. R. Schrag. 


The ‘“‘News Letter” was issued quarterly to all staff members, 
with general information on newer trends in nursing applicable 
to the nursing service program. 


New staff members were given a few days orientation in the 
Nursing Division office, Well Baby, Immunization Clinics and 
School Health program in Edmonton before going into a district 
yin another Municipal Nurse, and then on to her own appointed 

istrict. 


As much direction as possible is given to the nurses through 
correspondence and by means of the monthly report all nurses 
are required to submit. 


The General Manual on Personnel Policies and Procedures 
was revised. 
Miscellaneous 

Lectures given by the office staff were as follows: 


2 lectures on “Municipal Nursing in Alberta” to a total of 
40 senior nurses at the Edmonton General Hospital. 


1 lecture on “Municipal Nursing in Alberta” to 50 third- 
year medical students. 


1 lecture on “Home Nursing” to 100 ladies attending the 
Agricultural Short Course. 


1 lecture on ‘‘Municipal Nursing in Alberta” to 21 Public 
Health students at the University of Alberta. 


The film “District Nurse” and leaflet on Municipal Nursing 
were used for all lectures on Municipal Nursing. 


The leaflet on Municipal Nursing has been widely distributed 
throughout the Province at the request of the school teachers. 
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Report of the Provincial Laboratories 
R. D. STUART, M.D., Director 


During 1954 the Provincial Laboratories carried out 294,214 
examinations, the nature of which is shown in the accompanying 
tables. The work done increased by 16,840 examinations or by 
6%. These figures were derived from a method of work presenta- 
tion developed many years ago and, though readily comparable 
with earlier figures, no longer represent adequately the demands 
of new techniques or give value to the special examinations so 
often referred to your laboratories. An attempt will be made 
during the forthcoming year to express the volume of work in 
more up to date terms and to revise the 1955 annual report in 
accordance. 


Special Trends 


IN THE CENTRAL PROVINCIAL LABORATORY. The demand for 
antibiotic sensitivity tests on organisms isolated in our diagnostic 
routine continues to grow. Since these organisms have to be 
tested routinely against at least 5 antibiotics it is little wonder 
that our total of disc-test examinations has increased by 19,000. 
The value of such tests has been repeatedly emphasized by 
medical authorities and has been confirmed in our own area by 
a special investigation carried out with our co-operation by Dr. 
J. D. Munroe working as a research student in the University 
Department of Bacteriology. Dr. Munroe, from a close study of 
hospital records, was able to determine that treatment along the 
lines suggested by the laboratory sensitivity tests cut the hospital 
time of patients by as much as 75%. 


The fall of 3,951 in the figures recorded for Gonococcus 
cultures does not indicate any decrease in clinical interest. 
Indeed about 400 more specimens were received, but cervical 
and urethral swabs, received from each patient and previously 
cultured separately, were now cultured together and thus con- 
stituted one examination instead of two. This technical simpli- 
fication was achieved without any depreciation of the clinical 
value of the results. 


A possible trend was the increasing involvement of the 
laboratory in a hospital problem of considerable magnitude, 
the increase in infections due to antibiotic resistant staphylo- 
cocci. Thus, during one period of almost epidemic prevalence 
of such infections, the laboratory became directly responsible 
for most of the epidemiological investigation and for the attempt- 
ed control of bacterial transmission. The extra work in con- 
sultation and personal investigation is not revealed anywhere 
in the tables. 


Reporting on pathology Dr. Macgregor comments on the 
continued increase in the diagnostic histology service, which 
is now one of the largest in Canada. This year’s increase of 
almost 1,000 specimens has more than wiped out the fall in 
1952 when the establishment of a pathological service in the 
Misericordia Hospital relieved for a time the heavy burden on 
this laboratory. Whether our current trend should be towards 
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further devolution or towards enlargement of local staff is not 
clear. The matter, however, is not trivial because only medical 
men with special training and experience can carry out this 
type of work. 


IN THE SOUTHERN BRANCH LABORATORY. In Calgary the 
transference of the Clinical Pathology section from the Provin- 
cial Laboratory to the Baker Memorial Sanatorium in March 
resulted in a very small decrease in the total number of examina- 
tions recorded. As indicated in last year’s report, this transfer- 
ence was largely a matter of administrative convenience, and 
Dr. Shute’s laboratory still provides the services for the sana- 
torium in serology, miscellaneous bacteriology, histology and 
supplies culture media for the isolation of the tubercle bacillus. 


The trend to an increased demand for the examination of 
material for cancer cells by the exfoliative technique continues 
to develop. We were fortunate in being able (with the financial 
assistance of the Alberta Cancer Society) to let Dr. Shute take 
a special course in this new technique. During the year examina- 
tions of this type increased by 131 or 78%. 


New or Supplementary Services 


In Edmonton an antibiotic sensitivity service has been 
developed. Paper discs impregnated with the amounts of in- 
dividual antibiotics necessary for testing bacterial sensitivity 
are prepared for the laboratory instead of being bought com- 
mercially. In this way a direct saving of at least $1,000 has 
been achieved. In addition we are able to supply these discs 
at cost to the various Edmonton hospital laboratories thus 
standardizing the technique in the local area and also achieving 
a very considerable saving to the hospitals concerned; 28,500 
discs were supplied at a cost of $570, approximately half com- 
mercial cost. 


With the cooperation of the Department of Bacteriology a 
limited service was offered for the determination of the anti- 
streptolysin titre in sera from patients with various diseases 
of possible rheumatic origin. These tests are often helpful to 
clinicians in the differential diagnosis of many obscure arthritic 
and cardiac diseases. Several hundred tests were carried out 
but the demand is not yet of sufficient magnitude to come direct- 
ly into Provincial Laboratory routine. 


In the Calgary laboratory a culture service is now provided 
for the investigation of suspected gonorrhoea in women. AI- 
though this has been in operation only three months, Dr. Shute 
indicates that considerable clinical appreciation has been ex- 
pressed because of the much greater significance of the labora- 
tory findings in the diagnosis of atypical or peculiar cases. 

Both laboratories were involved in the recent Provincial 
Poliomyelitis Vaccine Evaluation Study. Essential to this was 
the processing of blood samples taken from the participating 
children. Senior professional personnel had to be employed on 
this because of the extreme care essential to the final examina- 
tion carried out by the courtesy of the Connaught Virus Labora- 
tories. In all 858 sera were received, handled and forwarded 
by the Edmonton laboratory, including 415 received and pro- 
cessed by Dr. Crichton in the Calgary branch. 
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Regular Laboratory Services 


Many interesting and peculiar cases have been investigated 
bacteriologically in both laboratories, but I shall comment only 
on two circumstances of possible epidemiological significance. 
Diphtheria, which has been very rare in the Province for a 
number of years, seems to be reappearing. During the year 
the Edmonton laboratory isolated 17 strains of C. diphtheriae 
from persons in the McLennan area, and 13 strains from speci- 
mens submitted by the Sturgeon Health Unit. It is of interest 
that the first group were all of ‘Intermedius’ type, the second 
of Gravis Type 2, indicating separate foci of organismal preva- 
lence. The second epidemiological circumstance is the increase 
in dysentery infections due to B. dysenteriae infection. This 
was particularly notable during December when an institutional 
outbreak necessitated the examination of 244 specimens of 
which 138 were positive to B. dysenteriae sonnet. The same 
investigation revealed that two of these patients were also 
carrying Salmonella paratyphosa B. though this was apparently 
playing no part in the outbreak. 


SANITARY BACTERIOLOGY requires special mention because 
of the continued increase in water examinations. In Edmonton 
the increase of 544, approximately 9%, expressed the continua- 
tion of the trend pointed out last year. In Calgary the increase 
of 1,053, or almost 59%, was largely due to an attempt to 
demonstrate to one small town the potential danger of its many 
contaminated wells and the advantages of a town reservoir and 
piped domestic supply. 


The techniques of water examination have been much dis- 
cussed lately in both Canada and the U.S. Tao ensure that we 
were fully informed on all the latest procedures Miss Helen 
Carlyle, our senior technologist in the water section, took a 
special two-week course in Sanitary Bacteriology given by the 
Laboratory of Hygiene in Ottawa. The information she obtained 
has been of distinct value to our service. 


PATHOLOGY. The increase in diagnostic histology examina- 
tions carried out in Dr. Macgregor’s department of the Edmon- 
ton Laboratory has already been indicated. In Calgary Dr. Shute 
reports a similar increase, in his case of 872 specimens or 31%. 
In both laboratories a definitive diagnosis of cancer was estab- 
lished in roughly 10% of these specimens. 


In Edmonton other examinations continued at approximately 
the same level, with the exception of medico-legal autopsies of 
which 45 were carried out this year. In Calgary the large 
increase in routine smear diagnosis of cancer has already been 
mentioned.

The year 1954 was again a very busy one for the installation 
of new waterworks and/or sewerage systems and the extensions 
to existing systems. One hundred and seventy-two certificates 
of approval for this work were issued by the Provincial Board 
of Health on the recommendations of this Division. New instal- 
lations completed were: 24 waterworks systems serving a total 
population of 11,200, and 32 sewerage systems serving a total 
population of 16,440. (Populations based on 1951 census figures 
of municipalities concerned. ) 


There are now 141 cities, towns or villages with water and/or 
sewer systems installed. Of this number, 132 have waterworks 
systems which serve 471,410 people, or 50.2% of the provincial 
total, and 122 have sewerage systems serving populations of 
463,807 people, or 49.4% of the provincial total. It is interest- 
ing to note also that 36 of these municipalities have populations 
of less than 400. These conditions are unique in Canada and 
reflect the prosperity of the times as well as the level of living 
standards desired and being reached by the people of this 
province. The volume of construction accomplished has been 
made possible by financing this work through the Municipal 
Capital Expenditures Loans Act at low interest rates. 


The stream sanitation work has been devoted mainly to 
assessing the conditions of the North Saskatchewan River, and 
in evaluating the waste effluents discharged to it. The expand- 
ing population of the City of Edmonton and the growth of 
industries in the area has resulted in larger amounts of wastes 
being released to the river downstream. Chemical tastes and 
other adverse conditions in the river downstream from the © 
Edmonton area were observed, and detailed investigations. 
carried out. This indicated the nature of objectionable materials 
found in the river and their various sources, enabling the Provin- 
cial Board to make specific requirements to those discharging 
wastes to the river. The effect of these changes were followed 
closely both at the source and in the river, and very good 
improvement was noted. 


Engineering 


The continued rapid installation of municipal waterworks 
and sewerage systems in the province has taken a large part 
of the engineers’ time. Final approval of detailed plans were 
issued to 28 municipalities for waterworks and/or sewerage 
systems and provisional approval of preliminary plans were 
issued to 26 municipalities. Extensions, and in some cases 
renovation, of existing systems also continued at an accelerated 
pace, and 79 proposals were studied and certificates of approval 
issued. Outstanding among this latter group are extensions 
to sewage treatment facilities in the Cities of Calgary and 
Edmonton, which had become inadequate to effectively treat 
the additional sewage load resulting from the cities’ growth. 
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The following is a summary of the certificates issued by the 
Provincial Board of Health during 1954 covering waterworks, 
sewage works and hospital construction.

Some work has been done in checking the efficiency of opera- 
tion of sewage treatment plants this year and has indicated the 
definite need for regular checks to assist, particularly operators 
of small plants who do not have laboratory facilities. Assistance 
has also been given to operators of water treatment plants but 
due to other work this has been limited to municipalities 
requesting the service. 


The Sanitary Inspection staff remained at three during 1954 
and provided sanitary inspection service for areas not organized 
into health units, as well as assistance to health unit staffs on 
particular problems. Considerable time was also devoted to 
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reviewing and revising existing regulations and preparation of 
new ones. 

A revised set of Plumbing and Drainage Regulations was put 
into effect in 1954, which incorporated much of the plumbing 
section of the National Building Code. 


The booklet “Rural Sewage Disposal” was also revised to 
agree with the regulations and to provide additional information 
to the layman and the engineer or architect in proper methods of 
design and installation. 


Stream Sanitation 


Increased industrial activities in the Edmonton area, together 
with the additional growth of the City of Edmonton, has resulted 
in greater amounts of waste materials being released to the 
North Saskatchewan River. This increased the importance of 
maintaining supervision of the river to ensure that excessive 
amounts of objectionable materials were not released. 


Reports of a pronounced chemical taste in the North Sask- 
atchewan River at Battleford and Prince Albert in Saskatche- 
wan and in the Saskatchewan River at The Pas, Manitoba, 
were investigated. Members of the Department of National 
Health and Welfare assisted in this program, particularly by 
making thorough studies of industries discharging wastes to 
the river. The Alberta Research Council, Provincial Analyst, 
as well as the U.S. Public Health Service, assisted in special 
laboratory studies. The Division’s staff of Sanitary Inspectors 
and Plumbing Inspectors assisted in collecting field data and 
special samples. The results of these studies, together with 
analysis of the actual effluents and of the river at various 
points, were summarized by the Division for consideration by 
the Provincial Board of Heaith. It was indicated that the 
quality of the river was adverse in some respects, and that 
excessive amounts of certain materials were being discharged. 
The Provincial Board issued directives to the various industries 
concerned as to the amounts of specific materials which could 
be released to the river. These requirements were to be met 
by November 1st, 1954. The Provincial Board also forwarded 
a directive to the City of Edmonton requiring additional treat- 
ment of its sewage by November ist, 1956. It was evident that 
the population served would be above 220,000 by that time, 
and as instructed in 1951, the City must then provide this 
additional treatment. 


Regular checks were made of the quality of the effluents 
and of the river during the fall and winter to ensure that the 
requirements were being met and that improved river conditions 
maintained. The co-operation of industries in general was 
good and the improvement in the quality of the river water. 
with the exception of one short period in the second week of 
December, was satisfactory. 


The regular analysis of river and effluent conditions are to 
be maintained in 1955. 


The staff for this phase of the Division’s work is: a chemist, 
a technician, and a sanitary engineer (full time summer months

and part time winter months). In addition, a chemical engineer 
of the engineering staff has been employed almost entirely on 
this work in 1954. 


Sanitary Inspections 


The year 1954 saw the staffing of the Jasper Place Health 
Unit, which employs a Sanitary Inspector on a part-time basis. 
Also during the year the staff of the City of Calgary Health 
Department was increased by three Sanitary Inspectors. Thus, 
at the year’s end there were positions for one part-time and 46 
full-time Sanitary Inspectors in the Province: One of these 
positions was vacant. 


The Town of Lac La Biche passed a compulsory pasteuriza- 
tion by-law during the year, becoming the thirty-sixth munici- 
pality to do so. New pasteurizing plants were opened at Evans- 
burg, Grande Centre and Lac La Biche. The plant formerly 
operated at Raymond ceased operations, pasteurized milk being 
supplied to that town from other sources. At the year’s end 
there were 79 pasteurizing plants in the Province supplying 
milk to the public, while a further six operated for the benefit 
of schools or institutions. 


Meat canning licenses were issued during the year by the 
Provincial Board of Health to two plants, one under the super- 
vision of the City of Calgary Health Department, the other under 
the supervision of the City of Edmonton Health Department. 


A number of new waste disposal grounds were established 
during the year throughout the province. In most instances 
the sites selected were approved before use by the Division of 
Sanitary Engineering or the Health Unit concerned. In this, 
good co-operation was received from municipalities and other 
Departments of the Government. 


Provisional Certificates of Approval were issued covering 
the sites selected for 16 new cemeteries during the year. Prior 
to issue of the certificates, inspections were made by the Division 
of Sanitary Engineering or the Health Unit concerned. Co- 
operation was extended to the Department of Highways and to 
Municipal Districts in regard to sites adjacent to highways and 
district roads. Final Certificates were issued to 20 cemeteries 
which had completed the establishment procedure provided by 
the cemetery regulations. 


The three Provincial Sanitary Inspectors employed in the 
Division of Sanitary Engineering, operating from offices in 
Edmonton and Calgary, continued the program of assisting 
Local Health Authorities in dealing with sanitation matters. In 
carrying out this program, a total of 1,169 inspections were 
made during the year. 


Two hundred and thirty-six inspections were made at milk 
handling premises, including dairy farms and _ pasteurizing 
plants. The number of these inspections which can be made 
at dairy farms is limited by the location of these premises, 
frequent poor side road conditions, and the need to carry out 
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other inspections of an equally essential nature. The abnormally 
wet summer further aggravated these conditions in 1954. Some 
improvements were noted in certain districts over those prevail- 
ing in previous years, nevertheless it appears that conditions 
under which raw milk is supplied in many communities are not 
satisfactory. 


The inspection program brought about improvement in some 
pasteurizing plants. At the same time it revealed that in some 
plants, operations were carried out in an extremely hazardous 
manner. In view of the dangers which may be associated with 
unsanitary milk and the reliance of the public on pasteurized 
milk, it appears that frequent inspection of milk plants remains 
very necessary. In addition to the inspections at milk plants, 
the Division co-operated with the Dairy Branch, Department 
of Agriculture, by making available the services of a Provincial 
Sanitary Inspector for the team which judged milk plants, 
creameries and cheese factories for competitions receiving the 
support of the Dairy Branch. 


Four hundred and twenty-nine inspections were made at 
restaurants and other food handling establishments. The res- 
taurant inspection program has continued to produce gradual 
improvement in this industry from a public health viewpoint, 
though from time to time premises are inspected which, contrary 
to the trend, are found very unsatisfactory. Local Boards of 
Health and local officials are usually very interested in this part 
of the Division’s activities, and are very co-operative. 


In response to a request from officials of the National Park, 
the Sanitary Inspector’s Section co-operated in putting on a 
two-day course for food handlers in Banff. This course was 
well attended by employees of Banff restaurants, who were 
taught basic principles of sanitation in food handling. 


The Provincial Sanitary Inspectors made 149 inspections 
at tourist camps, industrial and construction camps, and other 
types of living accommodation. Improved sanitary conditions 
were obtained in camps connected with construction projects 
in areas where some follow-up was possible. In response to 
complaints, some sawmill camps were inspected. Sanitation 
standards at these camps are frequently very low, though there 
are many notable exceptions. Follow up inspections and routine 
inspections of these camps are difficult to arrange due to the 
large number, the remote locations and the limited operating 
season. 


Ninety-three inspections of wells and other private water 
supplies were made. As a result of these inspections the 
Inspectors were able to advise the users concerning proper 
OES and other measures to ensure safety of the water 
supply. 


Inspections were made at 65 waste disposal grounds, many 
of these being located in the eastern portion of the province 
where rats are likely to become established. In many cases it 
was found that improvements recommended following previous 
inspections had been carried out. 


In addition to their inspectional duties, Provincial Sanitary 
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Inspectors investigated two cases of typhoid and an outbreak 
of diphtheria to assist the Division of Communicable Disease. 


During the year 1954, the Provincial Sanitary Inspectors 
continued to provide a service in those portions of the Province 
outside cities and health units to approximately 200,000 persons. 
The areas receiving this service are large. It is not possible 
for the present staff to cover all sanitation matters, but the 
Provincial Sanitary Inspectors try to provide a basic coverage 
in some of the more important matters in the field of sanitation. 


Plumbing Inspections 


This year saw the new Provincial Plumbing and Drainage 
Regulations become a reality. This new set of regulations re- 
places the original regulations which were drawn up in 1938. 
The new regulations are very similar to the National Building 
Code of Canada. However, it was necessary to deviate from 
the provisions of the National Building Code in some respects 
because of the climatic conditions which are peculiar to this 
province. 


A new “Rural Sewage Disposal” booklet was prepared 
during 1954 to replace the previous booklet. The new booklet 
is designed to assist the layman with the installation of a 
sewage disposal system so that it will comply with good 
engineering practices and the provisions of the regulations. 


During the year this office issued 362 plumbing permits 
at a charge of $3,196.75. These figures compare very favourably 
with those of last year. 


The value of the plumbing installed throughout the province 
during 1954 is approximately 74 million dollars. The number 
of plumbing fixtures installed was as follows: Water closets, 
18,801; lavatories, 19,491; baths, 11,992; sinks, 13,348; laundry 
tubs, 1,216; special fixtures, 4,876. The number of privies 
eliminated through the installation of plumbing was 2,111. 


This office viewed a total of 23 school plans as forwarded 
by the Department of Education. We also viewed 15 hospital 
plans, as well as a number of plans regarding the construction 
of various large buildings located on the eastern outskirts of 
the City of Edmonton, as well as in various oil development 
areas of the province. 


The new town of Drayton Valley, being constructed under 
the supervision of the Department of Municipal Affairs, has 
required a considerable amount of time and guidance with 
regard to the design and installation of plumbing facilities in 
some of the various types of buildings which are only found 
in towns of this kind. 


It was necessary for this Division to arbitrate a number 
of disputes which arose between urban plumbing inspectors 
and plumbing contractors. In each case the dispute was caused 
by a misunderstanding by one or the other of the parties 
concerned. 


The School Boards of Newell County and Medicine Hat 
School Division converted most of their schools’ sewage facilities 
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to water carried ones in place of the septic toilet systems 
previously used. Odors and maintenance problems were the 
chief reasons for this conversion. 


A water supply survey was carried out in the Canmore 
district. Water was tested for bacteria and nitrate content. 
As a result of this survey, it was determined that the under- 
ground source, though near the surface, was safe except for 
individual cases which required that some attention be given to 
the wells in question. 


This Division assisted with the design of an approved steel 
septic tank now being marketed by an Alberta firm. Assistance 
with the design of an approved pre-cast concrete septic tank, 
complete with a syphon chamber, was also given to another 
Alberta firm. This type of septic tank is now being marketed 
at a saving to the customer of approximately one hundred 
dollars per tank. 


The number of urban municipalities responsible for their 
own plumbing inspections increased again this year due to 
installation of waterworks and sewerage systems.

INTRODUCTION 


The Division of Hospital and Medical Services administers 
the legislation whereby the Department of Public Health pro- 
vides, out of general revenue of the Province, maternity hospital- 
ization for residents; hospitalization, medical, dental, optical 
and special treatment services for social service groups and 
their dependents who qualify for these services. The Division 
is also responsible for the administration of the Provincial- 
Municipal Hospitalization Plan, supervision of Municipal Hos- 
pital Districts, supervision of Nursing Aide School, inspection 
of hospitals, hospital grants, hospital construction grants, ortho- 
paedic care grants, poliomyelitis hospitalization and medical 
care, nurses’ training grants, and home confinement grants. 


The following report presents information of the foregoing, 
as well as statistical tables and diagrams. 
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STATISTICAL SUMMARY 


The Provincial program for the hospitalization of Alberta 
residents remained relatively unchanged from 1953. Expendi- 
tures continued to rise, possibly reflecting the population growth 
of the Province and increased utilization of services available. 
The amounts expended during the calendar year 1954 for hos- 
pitalization were as follows:

Table 3 records the above distribution of patients according 
to type of benefit.

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The average length of stay in hospital by age group is shown 
in Table 4, and the same information is provided in graphical 
form in Diagram 6. For comparative purposes the table contains 
data for 1951, 1952, and’1953. 


It will be noted that the larger proportion of admissions 
were in the younger age group, 65% under the age of 40, with 
a lower average stay, 53% of the days under the age of 40. 
On examination of the data for the different years, there are 
two significant changes. First, the length of stay in the younger 
age group (under 20 years) showed an increase in 1953 and 
1950. This is partially explained by the fact that poliomyelitis 
cases were included in the 1953-54 data, but not the 1951-52 
data. The years 1953 and 1954 were also poliomyelitis epidemic 
years, involving principally the age group under 20 years. The 
average stay of poliomyelitis cases in 1953 and 1954 were 
62.9 and 86.2. 


Secondly, there was a marked increase in the total days in 
1954 for the age groups 65 and over. On examining the hospital 
utilization by the Social Service Recipients, we find that there 
was an increase in the number of recipients from 28.5 in 1951 
to 32.5 in 1954 per thousand population, and an increase in 
hospital days for this group from 5,780 in 1953 to 6,674 in 
1954 per thousand recipients. These increases, both in relative 
numbers and in hospital days per thousand recipients, are a 
major factor accounting for the increase in the hospital days 
of the age group over 65 years, and is also an indication of 
the increase of the aged in our population.

“Approved Hospitals” in Alberta are active treatment public 
hospitals which receive a per diem allowance on behalf of all 
residents hospitalized therein. Not included under this term 
are chronic hospitals, mental hospitals, tuberculosis sanatoria, 
private hospitals and nursing homes. The statistics in this 
section pertain to approved hospitals only.

The Isolation Hospitals in Edmonton, Calgary and Leth- 
bridge are included with the respective city hospitals. The 
hospital at Hythe is a sub-hospital of the Grande Prairie 
Municipal Hospital and therefore is not counted separately. 
The number of approved hospitals in the Province was decreased 
in 1954 by the closing of the General Hospital at Nordegg. The 
number of Municipal Hospitals was increased by one when 
the Battle River Hospital at Manning became a Municipal 
Hospital effective November Ist, 1954.

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THE PROVINCIAL-MUNICIPAL HOSPITALIZATION PLAN 


The Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan has been in 
operation for four and one-half years as of December SB lst, 1954. 
Each year has seen an increase in utilization of hospital 
services and facilities by residents of the Province, with a more 
than comparable increase in total expenditures by the govern- 
ments concerned. Whereas in 1951 only 28.4% of the patients 
and 25.2% of the total days in approved hospitals were covered 
under the plan, in 1954 45.9% of the patients and 40.9% of 
the days were covered. During the same period the Department 
of Public Health’s contribution rose from $20.17 to $34.25 per 
case. On a per capita basis the province’s payment rose from 
$1.01 in 1951 to $3.04 in 1954. 

' There were no major changes in the program under the 
Plan during the year 1954.

On the basis of availability of coverage, the plan as of 
December 31, 1954, was in effect in municipalities and hospital 
districts which contain 96% of the population of the Province, 
excluding National Parks and Indian Reserves. The foregoing 
is based on the distribution of population as given by the 
Federal Census of June, 1951. 

Grants paid or payable as reimbursements to local authori- 
ties by the Province for hospitalization under the Provincial- 
Municipal Hospitalization Plan in 1954 amounted to $2,636,- 
836.48, an increase of $592,939.49 over 1953. This is explained 
by some increase in coverage of the population under the plan 
and by increased adoption of the complete plan rather than 
just the standard ward care. 

The rates paid under the program remained unchanged in 
1954 from the previous year.

The patient pays 25% of the above amounts, and the re- 
mainder is paid by the local authority, which is reimbursed 50% 
by the Province.

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MATERNITY HOSPITALIZATION PLAN 


The Alberta Maternity Hospitalization Plan, administered 
under the authority of The Maternity Hospitalization Act, 
provides the following for women who are residents of Alberta 
or whose husbands are residents: 


(a) hospitalization as a routine maternity case for herself 
and newborn infant for a maximum period of 12 days; 


(b) a grant to any woman who is confined in a hospital 
outside the Province because an Alberta hospital is not 
accessible in her area; 


(c) a grant of $40.00 may be paid to a woman who is con- 
fined at home. 


Of all live births in the Province in 1954, 96.4% occurred 
in approved hospitals. The Province spent $2,179,150.85 for 
maternity hospitalization, and $14,000.00 on behalf of 350 
mothers who were confined at home. The Province continued 
to pay the standard ward rate plus a per case payment for 
maternity hospitalization and the provision of routine maternity 
services in hospital. 


The standard ward and per case payments, which vary 
according to the class of hospital, remained the same from 1953 
and are as follows: 


Group A Hospital, $8.25 per day plus $18.00 per case. 
Group B Hospital, $7.90 per day plus $13.00 per case. 
Group C Hospital, $6.30 per day plus $11.00 per case. 
Group D Hospital, $6.30 per day plus $9.00 per case. 
Group E Hospital, $6.00 per day plus $7.00 per case. 


In the last four years the average stay of maternity patients 
has declined from 8.4 days in 1951 to 7.8 days in 1954. The 
number of cases (discharged and died) has increased from 
24,072 in 1951 to 30.564 in 1954, which may be partially due 
to the rising birth rate and the influx of young people into 
the Province. Percentage-wise, the proportion of maternity 
patients to total patients in the Province has increased from 
14.6 in 1951 to 15.3 in 1954. The percentage of maternity to 
total hospital days has remained the same at 14%, due to the 
decrease in the average length of stay in hospital for maternity 
patients. 


HOSPITALIZATION AND TREATMENT SERVICES 
PROGRAM FOR SOCIAL SERVICE RECIPIENTS 


The program of health care for Social Service Recipients 
continued being administered under the authority of The Hos- 
pitalization and Treatment Services Act. 


The health services provided recipients of benefits include 
hospitalization for active treatment care, medical services, 
dental services, optical services, and other treatment services 
that may be recommended by a physician and approved by the 
Director of Medical Services.

1. Hospitalization of Social Service Recipients 

Hospitalization is provided for the Social Service Recipients 
where active treatment care only is required. It includes stan- 
dard ward care along with all special hospital services provided 
by the hospital with the exception of certain listed drugs, also 
appliances, which are primarily intended for use after the 
patient is discharged, and procedures, treatments and tests 
not available in the hospital in which the patient is being 
hospitalized. | 


During 1954 hospitalization was provided for a total of 
225,338 patient days in this group, an average of 6.7 days for 
every individual eligible for service. The average number of 
patient days per recipient has risen from 5.7 days in 1951 to 
6.7 in 1954. Since the average stay in hospital of these patients 
has shown a tendency to decline during this period, from 15.5 
in 1951 to 15.0 in 1954, the rise in the number of patient days 
per recipient indicates that there has been a rise in the number 
of admissions per recipient.

The Province continued to pay the hospital the standard 
ward rate plus a daily payment for the first 20 days following 
admission to cover the cost of providing special hospital services 
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on behalf of hospitalized pensioners. The amount of this 
payment varies according to the class of hospital, as follows:

2. Medical Care of Social Service Recipients 


The Province pays the Alberta College of Physicians and 
Surgeons a per capita amount each month, based on the total 
number of recipients and dependents eligible for service, for 
the provision of complete medical care to those in the group. 
On April 1, 1954, the per capita payment was raised to $1.37 
from $1.25 per month. The total cost of this service to the 
Province in 1954 was $543,848.86. 


3. Dental Services for Social Service Recipients 


The Province pays the Alberta Dental Association a per 
capita amount each month, based on the total number of 
recipients and dependents eligible for service, for the provision 
of dental services to this group. The per capita payment 
remained at 33-1/3 cents per month during 1954. The total 
cost of this service to the Province in 1954 was $134,853.00. 
The dental services provided consist of routine dental care, 
one-half the cost of new dentures up to, and not exceeding, 
$50.00 to be paid by the pensioner (excluding posterior bridge- 
work and orthodontia.).

The rate of utilization has declined in 1954 to 15.9% from 
16.3% in 1953. The high proportion of children in the Mother’s 
Allowance Group accounts for the high rate of utilization of 
38.6% (40:2% in'1953)). 


4. Optical Services for Social Services Recipients 


Optical services provide for refraction and glasses on the 
recommendation of an eye specialist or an optometrist, and on 
the approval of the Director of Medical Services. 


In 1954, a total of 6,017 accounts for glasses were approved 
and paid for, an expenditure of $54,541.19. Of these 4,265 
refractions were made by optometrists and the remainder were 
done by medical eye specialists. The total amount paid for 
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optometric service in 1954 was $19,007.50. Payment to the 
medical eye specialists is a part of the over-all medical program. 


5. Other Treatment Services for Social Service Recipients 


Other treatment services, which include physiotherapy, 
nursing services, chiropody and chiropractic services, may be 
provided on the recommendation of the patient’s physician, 
and with the approval of the Director of Medical Services. The 
total expenditure on such services in 1954 was $3.555.00. 


POLIOMYELITIS HOSPITALIZATION 
AND TREATMENT PROGRAM 


The Poliomyelitis Sufferers’ Act provides to residents of 
Alberta, stricken with poliomyelitis, a complete program of 
care. During the acute stage of the disease, isolation hospital 
care is provided for a period of 14 days, through hospitals 
that have entered into an agreement with the Province to 
make such care available, at the following schedule of rates:

No medical service is provided during the isolation period. 


Following the 14-day isolation period, the Province provides 
all necessary hospitalization for those cases that have any 
residual paralysis or muscle weakness, at the following schedule 
of rates:

Both the above schedules for hospitalization pertain to 
standard ward care plus special hospital services. The 60c per 
patient day is designed to provide ordinary medical care to 
post isolation convalescent cases. This is paid to the hospital 
which passes it on to the doctor who is responsible for the 
medical care of the patient. Recommended appliances and 
operations are paid for directly by the Province. Out-patient 
physiotherapy is provided in the University of Alberta Hospital, 
Edmonton, and the Calgary General Hospital, Calgary. 


Effective June 1st, 1954, the Province, through the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, made provision for the establish- 
ment of total medical and surgical care for respirator cases, 
in certain specific hospitals, without charge to the patient. 


During 1954 a total of $1,079,951.24 was paid to hospitals 
on behalf of poliomyelitis patients as follows:

ALBERTA MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL DISTRICTS 


The Municipal Hospitals Act, passed in 1919, made provision 
for the establishment of Municipal Hospital Districts on the 
request of ratepayers in any particular area. The provisional 
board of such a municipal hospital district must draft a hos- 
pitalization scheme whereby the ratepayers, and non-ratepayer 
contraet purchasers, with their dependents, may receive stan- 
dard ward hospitalization at a direct cost to them as patients 
of not more than $1.00 per day. The balance of the cost of 
providing standard ward care, which is the liability of the 
hospital district, is raised by requisitions on the local authority 
who find these costs by a mill rate tax on real property included 
in the hospital district. The scheme may include provisions 
for construction of a hospital, or authority to enter into an 
agreement with an existing hospital, for the hospitalization of 
its ratepayers and contract holders. The scheme must sub- 
sequently be approved by 65% of the ratepayers in order to be 
implemented. Election of a permanent Board follows. When 
the Provincial-Municipal Hospitalization Plan came into effect, 
Municipal Hospital Districts qualified for assistance under the 
plan. For details see the section on Provincial-Municipal Hos- 
pitalization Plan. 


There are 69 Municipal Hospital Districts in operation in the 
Province with 52 of them operating their own hospitals, and 
the remainder functioning under agreement with other hospitals. 
One of these, namely, Lloydminster, is located in Saskatchewan. 
The Municipal Hospital Districts of Holden, No. 68, Medicine 
Hat, No. 69, and Manning, No. 70, came into being during the 
year. 


The total assessable acreage under The Municipal Hospital 
Plan on January Ist, 1954, was 32,460,215, with an assessed 
value of $423,449,239.00. The total requisitions for all Municipal 
Hospital Districts this year was $2,558,049.76, levied on an 
average mill rate tax of 6.083.

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NURSE EDUCATION PROGRAM 


The program of paying a general hospital that operates a 
school of nursing, a sum of $300.00 for each nurse who has 
been educated in and graduated from its school of nursing, and 
a sum of $100.00 for each nurse graduated from a school of 
nursing in a provincial mental hospital, and who received, prior 
to graduation, approximately two years’ education in the school 
of nursing of a general hospital, was continued in 1954 under 
the authority of The Hospitalization and Treatment Services 
Act. 


During 1954, a total of $117,900.00 was expended on behalf 
of 391 graduates at $300.00, and six graduates at $100.00 each. 
This makes a total of 397 nurses graduated from the 11 schools 
of nursing operated by the general hospitals in the Province, 
as against 394 in 1953. 


SCHOOL FOR NURSING AIDES, CALGARY, ALBERTA 


In 1946, a school was established in Calgary for the training 
of nursing aides to help alleviate the shortage of nurses. Since 
that time the school has trained 1,425 women. The number of 
aides certified in 1954 was 256, compared with 204 in 1953. 


The number of nursing aides employed in Alberta as of 
December 31st, 1954, was 747. Those working within the 
Province were distributed between general hospitals, sanatoria, 
mental hospitals, Indian hospitals, and private homes. 


HOSPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


The following hospitals completed: additions in the calendar 
year 1954, for a total net increase in capacity of 161 beds and 
nine bassinets:

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CONTROL OF OPERATIVE PROCEDURES IN HOSPITALS 


In all cases of death within 30 days following operation, a 
full report must be forwarded to this Division for review. 
Records of all cases of death within 72 hours following opera- 
tion are forwarded then to the Alberta College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, together with records of such other cases where 
further investigation is deemed necessary or advisable. 


This Division also reviews a certain proportion of the case 
records in instances where a curettage has been performed. 
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Nursing Aides Training 


J. F. FERGUSON, Registrar Consultant 
History 


The School for Nursing Aides, Calgary, has been offering 
a training in “Vocational Nursing” since 1945. This school is 
operated by the Department of Public Health and the Depart- 
ment of Education with assistance from the Federal Govern- 
ment. This “Act to Provide for the Licensing of Nursing Aides 
in Alberta” was passed in March, 1947. 


Purpose of the Training 


This training program is designed to assist women who 
are not able to meet the entrance requirements for Professional 
Schools of Nursing in Alberta but who are willing, honest, 
sincere, tolerant, and are interested in learning how to care 
for those who are ill. 

They are taught to give supervised nursing care in hospitals 
and in private homes. 


Entrance Requirements 


Grade IX education, age 171% years at time of entrance, 
physically fit and with good references, medical examination 
to be done by a doctor of the applicant’s choice and at the 
applicant’s expense. Smallpox vaccination must have been 
done within three years of entrance or repeated if possible. 
Inoculations for typhoid and diphtheria given after enrollment. 


Classes Enrolled 


Every five weeks, January 31, March 7, April 11, May 16, 
June 20, July 25, August 29, October 3, November 7, December 
12, 1955. 


Allowances 


These are given to the student by the Government. Students 
may receive $10.50 to $19.50 per week, depending upon the 
experience and/or responsibilities of the applicant. Transporta- 
tion is supplied to and from the hospital at time of going for 
period of hospital experience under supervision. During hos- 
pital experience, full maintenance is supplied by the hospital 
and a deduction is made monthly from the allowance for 
maintenance provided. 


In case of an accident on duty during training, the student 
is protected under the “Workman’s Compensation Act”. 
Uniforms 

These are loaned from the day of entry and laundered by 
the school or hospital. Students supply their own shoes and hose. 
Tuition 

None to be paid. 

Equipment Needed 


Clothes so that the student is able to dress for the weather. 
There are a few special articles needed such as name tapes, 
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bandage scissors, text books, etc. Full details available upon 
request. 


Course Outline 


Length of course is 40 weeks, divided into: 

1. 19 weeks of instruction at the school in Calgary. 
2. 20 weeks of supervised experience at the hospitals. 
3. 1 week of final review at the school. 


Classes at the school are six hours per day for five days 
per week. Hospital experience is arranged for by the school.

Upon successful completion of the course, a certificate, a 
cap, and a “Nursing Aide” pin are presented from the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, and the certified nursing aide becomes 


eligible to receive an annual license to work as an “Alberta 
Nursing Aide’’. 


Recent indications are that the demand for trained nursing 
aides is great, and it would appear to be several years before 
we will be able to meet the demand.

I am sure we must all be quite aware of the fact that the 
trend of today, as never before, is new developments, new and 
quicker growth, and new and more challenges.

It is impossible to state in figures how much health education 
has been done from this branch during the past year, but due 
to our constant contact with the public we try to take every 
opportunity we can to pass on information that may help 
prevent or control various conditions. Much, too, has been 
done by means of the telephone, although, to date, we have 
not kept a record of the phone calls.

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Division of Arthritis Services 


R. K. THOMSON, M.D., Director 


The Division of Arthritis, Department of Public Health — 
with Clinics in Provincial Building No. 1, Edmonton, and Holy 
Cross Hospital, Calgary — continues to accept patients up to 
the age of 25 years. 


Since the Clinics opened in December, 1949, a total of 241 
patients have been referred for examination and investigation, 
at the request of their family physician. Of this number, 122 
patients were found to be definitely suffering from Rheumatoid 
Arthritis. As of December 31st, 1954, 16 of these have become 
ineligible for treatment due to having reached their twenty-fifth 
birthday. This means that the actual number of patients under 
active treatment with Rheumatoid Arthritis is 106. Of this 
number, there were 21 new cases in 1954. 


For the second year in a row, the total hospital days has 
dropped, this in spite of an increase in the number of patients 
being cared for by the Division. Thirteen of the 21 new cases 
seen in 1954 required some period of hospitalization. 


A tremendous saving has been brought about by virtue of 
the Provincial Government buying drugs in bulk lot and having 
them distributed from the Edmonton Clinic on the authority of 
the Director.

132 DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 


Division of Cerebral Palsy Clinics 
F. G. Day, M.D., Director 


For the 12 months of 1954 both the Calgary and Edmonton 
Cerebral Palsy Clinics have offered uninterrupted service for 
the diagnosis and treatment of the cerebral palsied. No provision 
has been made for in-patients in either Clinic, and this continues 
to remain an excellent rule. 


Calgary Clinic 


This Clinic has continued to operate under the direction of 
Dr. T. A. Richardson with a half morning weekly diagnostic 
clinic and a daily out-patient clinic. The Calgary Clinic has 
been seriously handicapped due to lack of staff. 


Their daily average attendance has remained at 16. They 
have admitted 27 new patients to clinic therapy and have 
handled 26 re-admissions, a total of 53 patients. The physio- 
therapist gave 1,800 treatments, and the occupational therapist 
a similar 1,800 treatments. The speech therapist provided 1,700 
individual speech clinics to patients. There were a total of 28 
cerebral palsy students who attended school. 


At the Examination Clinics a total of 266 examinations 
were done, of which 50 were new cases. Of these new cases, 
eight were not cerebral palsy, and 20 were too young to make 
a certain diagnosis. 


A total of 163 braces and adjustments to braces were 
performed through the Calgary Artificial Limb Factory. 


Three lectures were given on Cerebral Palsy in various 
locations by members of the Clinic staff. Twenty-five student 
nurses from the General Hospital, and five nurses from the 
High River Health Unit visited the Clinic and were given 
instructions in the diagnosis and treatment of Cerebral Palsy. 


A dormitory is operated by the Southern Alberta Cerebral 
Palsy Association now who pay the rent, utilities, the food, the 
furnishings and staff. It can accommodate eight country chil- 
dren. There were actually 15 different cases boarded in the 
dormitory during the past year. The parents are asked to 
contribute $50.00 per month towards the child’s upkeep. 


It is estimated that of the cases which were treated in the 
Clinic, 38 showed considerable improvement, whereas only four 
showed little to no improvement. 


Edmonton Clinic 


The Edmonton Clinic has been very successful in 1954, 
wherein 82 Cerebral Palsy cases have benefited from clinic 
therapy on rotating basis of varying length of time, depending 
on the physical and mental disabilities of the individual case. 
Of these, 27 were new patients and 55 were re-admissions. 
The average daily attendance, four times a week throughout 
the year, has been 25, and approximately 11 once or twice 
a week. 


The physiotherapist has given 2,600 treatments during the 
year, after conducting these clinics for the past four years. 
The year 1954 has certainly left no doubt in our minds that 
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very remarkable improvement was noted in many of the 63 
cases handled by the physiotherapist. 


The progress is hard to estimate, but our figures show that 
seven children commenced sitting and standing, 10 commenced 
learning how to walk, eight commenced walking on crutches, 
and three of these were trained so that they can go to regular 
school and climb stairs, two commenced walking with the use 
of canes, and 31 of the total 63 have improved their walking 
greatly. Five of our cases showed minor improvements only. 


The occupational therapist treated 77 children, performing 
2,439 treatments in all. Her work has consisted of teaching 
these children feeding skills. The majority of the children 
worked at mastering the various dressing skills and self-care 
under her direction. Improvement was noted in all of the cases 
well beyond the rate one could expect if no therapy had been 
given. 


The speech therapist held individual speech clinics on 1,886 
occasions. The following is a report of the progress noted and 
the work done: 


1. The experimental use of the Monahan Respirator in an 
effort to improve breathing patterns of certain athetoid 
cases was done on four children. 


2. Hearing aids were advised, and are being used in three 
cases. 


3. Five children with aphasia and no speech at all were treated 
with good progress. Sounds or words are now used by the 
whole five of these children. 


4. In three cases there was no speech, but this was mainly 
due to muscular difficulty. Here, good progress was noted 
in only one. In the other two the progress was very minor, 
1eaceall: 


5. Where speech and language difficulty was present, plus 
some muscular difficulty, two cases were treated both with 
good progress. 


6. In one case no speech was present due to deafness, and 
this child was directed to the Tracy Clinic in Los Angeles 
where a correspondence course has been started for pre- 
school age. Progress is noted in awareness of speech in this 
particular child. 


7. Where speech and language difficulty was due to defective 
hearing, plus poor muscular control, three cases were 
treated. Two are now using hearing aids. Good progress 
is noted in the entire three. 


8. Where speech and language difficulty was present, but no 

_ muscular difficulty of speech organs was noted, three cases 

were treated. One showed good progress, two showed slight 
progress only. 


9. Where speech difficulty in the main was due to muscular 
difficulty, we treated 20. Good progress was noted in eight, 
fair progress in eight, and slight progress only in four. 


10. Where congenital auditory, imperception, plus mental de- 
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ficiency were present, we treated one case. This child is 
not likely to benefit from treatments. 


All parents of children leaving Clinic for periods are seen 
and supplied with exercises, and advised on procedures to carry 
on the speech therapy at home. 


The school room has had a daily attendance of 40 pupils, 
while receiving intensive therapy. Although formerly called 
grade I and II, these pupils are very limited in ability to partici- 
pate and express themselves. Twenty-eight have shown ability 
to co-operate, persistence and definite progress. Twelve have 
merited instructional testing only. Total clinic educational 
treatments were 2,386 during the year. The advanced class in- 
cludes 11 pupils, seven in grade I, two in grade II, and two in 
grade III. These pupils have benefited from correspondence 
courses, and instructions in their homes for some of the time. 
They continue to receive therapy as needed, although having 
progressed to standard grade work. 


Out-patients attending day school and receiving therapy 
totalled 24. Of these, 18 are well adjusted socially and academic- 
ally to the routine of day school, but six are attending part- 
time or are in opportunity classes. 


In Examining Clinic 63 new cases were examined, and of 
these, 33 were diagnosed as Cerebral Palsy and appropriate steps 
were made for their treatment either immediately or in the 
future. Nine are pending further investigation. They are in 
the main too young to make a definite diagnosis at the present 
time. There were 325 re-examinations for evaluation, instruc- 
tions, or orthopaedic corrections. 


Sixty-eight out-patients have been on a home-management 
program. Of these, 27 are still too young for a full program 
in Clinic. Some have been seen weekly, or monthly. The 
parents have been re-instructed, and practically all these chil- 
dren have shown good progress. Four cases are too badly handi- 
capped, six were referred to Co-ordinator of Disabled Persons 
and Rehabilitation for assistance in job placement or Canadian 
Vocational Training. Fifteen cases were seen for orthopaedic 
corrections or appliances. During the past year eight cases had 
been admitted to the Provincial Training School at Red Deer as 
being too mentally afflicted for any continuation of therapy, 
and four additional cases have been advised to submit applica- 
tions for future admission. I feel the parents now are com- 
mencing to trust the Clinic, and to accept our advice when 
we suggest that they submit their application to Red Deer. 


THE BRACESHOP: One hundred and eighty-nine braces were 
either fitted or adjusted. Twelve children were braced for the 
first time. Out of these the walking of eight was greatly im- 
proved. The remaining four were able to commence learning 
how to stand and finally commence walking. Night braces 
were found to be of great value in the majority of the patients, 
and consequently were used in many instances. 


AUXILIARY SERVICES: The Reception Centre continues to be 
operated by the Edmonton Southside Kiwanis Club, where the 
children get their meals. They maintain the transportation, 
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provided by the Associated Canadian Travellers. The trucks 
were driven a total of 29,000 miles during the year. A kinder- 
garten was held in the afternoons for eight months, with an 
average daily attendance of seven children. It was run largely 
by volunteers. The average weekly assistance from volunteers 
in the Reception Centre was 24. These were made available 
from all the various clubs throughout the town. 


INSTRUCTIONS: Thirty-five student nurses from the General 
Hospital and the Misericordia, as well as 21 public health nurses 
from the University of Alberta, attended the Clinic for instruc- 
tion and orientation in Cerebral Palsy. The film “A Day in 
the Life of the Cerebral Palsied’, a tour of the Clinic, and 
lectures by members of the staff were given to a group of 
second and third year student nurses from the General Hospital, 
as well as 22 student nurses from the Archer Memorial Hos- 
pital in Lamont. 


Lectures were given and the film was shown to the student 
nurses at the Royal Alexandra Hospital and the Misericordia 
Hospital. 


Lectures and demonstrations using cerebral palsied cases 
were given to the third and fourth year medical students at 
the University. In addition to the above, lectures have been 
given by different members of the staff to the Edmonton 
Cerebral Palsy Association, Teachers Convention, Home and 
School Association, and members of the Junior League. 


It becomes increasingly apparent that the backlog in 
Cerebral Palsy in the Province of Alberta of treatable cases 
is much greater than we had anticipated. It appears, too, that 
the birth rate is at least keeping up to what we had aniticipated, 
if not exceeding it.

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Division of Tuberculosis Control 


G. R. DAVISON, M.D., Director 


The programme of this Division toward control and eradica- 
tion of tuberculosis was continued in 1954 with emphasis being 
placed on pin-pointing the campaign in the areas where mor- 
tality rates and incidence of disease are the highest. 


As this is written Alberta is preparing to celebrate the 
golden jubilee of the formation of the Province. Much will be 
written about the good times and bad times. Much more will 
be written concerning the enormous progress of the past 50 
years. There is a certain analogy between the history of the 
Province and that of the anti-tuberculosis campaign. As the 
population of the Province increased, so did measures to combat 
diseases. For many years health problems were administered 
by various departments of government, and as the need arose 
Ministries of Health were set up. 


The history of the campaign against tuberculosis shows the 
same broadening and advance. Before the formation of govern- 
ment health departments, public - spirited citizens developed 
societies, the aims and objects of which were to reduce the 
mortality and morbidity from tuberculosis by treatment and 
prevention of the disease. Sanatoria were built for treatment 
and segregation. In 1900 there were 100 treatment beds in 
Canada, and now there are 18,500. Clinics were opened and 
expanded so that at the present time diagnostic clinic services 
are available to everyone. Mobile X-ray equipment was sent 
out into the highways and byways to search out the cases of 
the disease. An educational programme has been carried on 
throughout the years by government and voluntary organiza- 
tions. The result of this continued campaign in Canada is that 
the mortality rate has very dramatically declined from 200 
deaths per 100,000 in 1900, to 14 by 1953. The death rate for 
the Province of Alberta in 1953 was 6.8. The rapidly falling 
death rate has resulted in a feeling of complacency. Many 
people feel that the danger is past. Consequently, the hot war 
against tuberculosis could become a cold war. The danger is 
far from past. The challenge is still with us. The death rate 
for 1954 among the white population of Alberta will be higher 
than in 1953. The death rate among the Indians will be less, 
according to available figures. Then, too, the challenge must 
be considered from the standpoint of the number of cases living 
rather than on the basis of the number who have died. There 
were 121 more cases discovered in 1954. 

This is no time for the relaxation of our effort to bring 
tuberculosis under complete control. Unless we continue in our 
endeavors we run the risk of loss of much that has been gained 
in the last several decades. 


Diagnostic Service 


As in previous years, clinics operated at the Aberhart Mem- 
orial and Baker Memorial Sanatoria. Clinics were also held 
at intervals in other large centres. A total of 13,255 examina- 
tions were carried out. This was an increase of 865 over 1953. 

One mobile unit was operated for over half the year and 
X-rayed 48,175, in spite of a very wet season. Since the mobile 
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units have been in use over 1,000,000 chest films have been 
taken. 15,733 films from outlying hospitals all over the Province 
were interpreted by the staff of the Tuberculosis Division.

With the assistance and co-operation of the Health Units, 
district and municipal nurses, a programme of tuberculin skin 
testing is still being pressed with gratifying results. Grateful 
acknowledgement is made of the assistance and co-operation 
of all those concerned. 


The Indian Health Services branch of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare continued its very active pro- 
gramme during 1954. The detailed report of the work done 
by this Department is not yet available. A very amicable rela- 
tionship exists between the Indian Health Services and the 
Tuberculosis Division which makes for close co-operation. Grate- 
ful acknowledgement is made of the services rendered to this 
Division of the Health Services survey teams in the hinterland 
of the Province. 


Treatment Services 


On April Ist, 1954, the name of the Central Alberta Sana- 
torium, Calgary, was changed to the Baker Memorial Sanatorium 
in tribute to the memory of its first medical superintendent, 
the late Dr. Albert H. Baker. Dr. Baker was outstanding in 
the field of tuberculosis. It was an honor to have been -.asso- 
ciated with him for some 20 years. 


The total number of cases treated in both sanatoria was 
1,186, which was 30 more than in 1953. Of the total number, 
691 were admitted during the year, an increase of 47 over the 
previous year. It can, therefore, be realized that the number 
of cases of disease requiring treatment is not decreasing as 
rapidly as the death rate. The waiting list at the Baker Mem- 
orial Sanatorium disappeared, but persisted at the Aberhart 
Memorial Sanatorium in Edmonton. This exemplifies the down- 
ward trend in the incidence of disease in the older settled areas 
of the Province. It also points up the fact that the reservoir 
of infectious cases, particularly in the northern section, is far 
from disappearing. 


By the use of the antimicrobial drugs it was possible for 
some cases to be discharged sooner than would otherwise have 
been advisable. The average stay in hospital was 259 days, 
which was 34 days less than in 1953. It is the concensus of 
tuberculosis workers throughout the English speaking world 
that cases of tuberculosis should be given the benefit of sana- 
torium care until the disease is arrested before home treatment 
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should even be considered. Prescribing of drugs to cases in 
their homes without previous sanatorium investigation, treat- 
ment, and observation, is dangerous. 


Affiliation Course in Tuberculosis Nursing 


Courses of instruction at the Aberhart and Baker Memorial 
Sanatoria in affiliation with the training schools of the Province 
were continued in 1954. The course is of definite educational 
value from the standpoint of the broad subject of tuberculosis. 
Then, too, with the decline of other contagious diseases these 
courses give training in the nursing of infectious disease. 


Medical Students 


Members of the fourth year class of the Medical Faculty 
of the University attended lectures and clinics at the Aberhart 
Memorial Sanatorium. In the main, diagnosis of chest diseases 
is stressed as well as tuberculosis. During the summer vacation 
some medical students who have finished the third year act 
as internes. 


Educational Programme 


In the main, this consists of the teaching of all school grades, 
both elementary and high school. It also provides teaching of 
commercial courses and vocational classes. In this way children 
carry on with their schooling as they would if at home and do 
not lose time or grades. Those taking commercial and other 
courses are fitting themselves for rehabilitation after discharge 
from hospital. This programme has been in operation for 14 
years and has been very worth while. It is the concensus of 
industry that rehabilitated patients make very satisfactory 
employees and absenteeism among them is not a problem. Sin- 
cerest thanks are extended to all employers who have so readily 
co-operated in the plan. Grateful acknowledgement is also made 
of the assistance rendered by the Alberta Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation. This association supplies the services of rehabilitation 
officers in Edmonton and Calgary, as well as financial assistance 
to those ex-patients who are continuing their training. The 
association also supplies one of the three full-time teachers at 
the Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium. 


Occupational therapists employed by the Tuberculosis Divi-’ 
sion are doin gmarvelous work at both hospitals. In the main 
this programme is carried on from the standpoint of education 
in an endeavor to assess the aptitudes and capabilities of the 
student with a view to his rehabilitation. 


Building Programme 


The extension to the Nurses’ Home at the Baker Memorial 
Sanatorium was completed. Two residences for staff physicians 
were completed and are now being enjoyed by the families 
concerned. All the medical men but one live in departmental 
houses on or near the sanatorium property. Two houses for 
members of the Department of Public Works employees were 
also finished and occupied during 1954, and another is nearing 
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completion. The sanatorium proper has been in use for 34 years. 
All the infirmaries are of frame and stucco construction. 


Fire fighting teams are well organized and active. It is 
hoped that lightning rods will be installed in the not too far 
distant future. 


The Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium, being of steel, tile 
and brick construction, will still look new many years hence. 
Repairs and replacement should always be of minor importance 
Peeb uss in the planning, these two items were always kept in 
mind.

The total patient population in the various Institutions of 
this Division on January Ist, 1954, was 4,033 (males 2,422: 
females 1,611). The total patient population in the Institutions 
on December 31st, 1954, was 4,275 (males 2,535; females 1,740). 
This represents a total increase of patients of 242 (males 113; 
females 129). The Provincial Mental Hospital, PONOKA, 
admitted 712 patients (males 410; females 302). This was 28 
more than the previous year. The Provincial Mental Institute, 
EDMONTON, admitted 639 patients (males 414; females 225). 
This was 129 more than the previous year. This was inclusive 
of patients remanded to the Institute from the Courts for 
observation. The Provincial Training School, RED DEER, 
admitted 205 children (boys 105; girls 100). During the year 
there were 284 transfers among the various Institutions. A 
total of 199 patients (males 110; females 89) were transferred 
to ROSEHAVEN;; and there was a total of 229 deaths (males 
162; females 67) in all the Institutions combined. The com- 
monest causes of death were those referable to the circulatory 
and respiratory systems. There were four deaths from Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis. 


The building programme progressed during the year. Work 
commenced on the services building of the new Institution for 
Defectives at RED DEER. The new ward for boys at the 
Training School was completed early in 1955. At the Provin- 
cial Mental Institute, EDMONTON, work continued on the 
new reception unit. A new ward for 100 women patients was 
opened in November at ROSEHAVEN, CAMROSE. 


Active treatment programmes were continued at the various 
Institutions. Of special note has been the use of the newer 
- drugs, such as Largactil and Serpasil. It is too early to give 
a reliable opinion on the efficacy of these preparations as 
compared with Electro and Insulin Shock Therapy. 


Staff training programmes were carried out as before in the 
Provincial Mental Hospital, PONOKA, the Provincial Mental 
Institute, EDMONTON, and the Provincial Training School, 
RED DEER. Some 32 staff members (15 men and 17 women) 
graduated in the various courses. At the Provincial Mental 
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Hospital, PONOKA, 10 registered nurses received their dip- 
lomas in an eight-months’ post-graduate course. Some 82 
affiliating nursing students from various Alberta general hos- 
pitals received instruction. 


The services of the Provincial Guidance Clinics were con- 
tinued throughout the year. Clinics were held at some 50 to 
60 key points in the Province. The case-load of the Clinics 
increased. A branch office of the Calgary Clinic was opened 
late in the year in the Provincial Building in Lethbridge, a full- 
time social worker and office assistance having been provided 
for. The Clinic staffs participated also in many public educa- 
tion activities, including group discussions, institutes, work- 
shops, lectures, talks, and radio work. The Calgary Clinic 
continued to hold therapy sessions with a group of discharged 
women patients from the Provincial Mental Hospital, PONOKA. 


Nine meetings of the Eugenics Board were held during the 
year. Five were held at the Provincial Mental Hospital, 
PONOKA;; four at the Provincial Training School, RED DEER. 
A total of 81 cases was presented for the Board’s consideration 
(41 males; 40 females). Sixty-two operations (37 males; 25 
females) were performed during the year. The total number 
of cases operated upon to December 31st, 1954, was 1,486 (576 
males; 860 females). All operations except one were performed 
at the Provincial Mental Hospital PONOKA, by the duly 
appointed honorary surgeons, assisted by the medical staff of 
the same hospital.

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The Eugenics Board 


The Eugenics Board for the Province of Alberta held nine 
meetings during the year 1954. All of these meetings were 
held at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, and the Provin- 
cial Training School, Red Deer. The dates of the meetings 
held during 1954 were as follows:

Cases Presented 


The Board considered 81 cases. There were 41 male and 
40 female cases, of which 54 were passed in accordance with 
(1987, C.47, 8.5) of the Sterilization Act, 28 were passed 
subject to the consent of the patient, and four were passed 
subject to the consent of the patient and parent or guardian. 


Of the 81 cases passed by the Board during the year, 41 had 
been first examined at a Provincial Guidance Clinic, although 
some of these had been institutionalized before presentation. 
This group of 41 cases was made up of 25 males and 16 females. 


Operations 


Operations were performed on 62 cases during the year, 37 
being male and 25 female. All of these operations were per- 
formed at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, with the 
exception of one case, which was operated upon at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta Hospital, Edmonton, at the request of the mother 
and by special financial arrangement with her and with the 
hospital. 


The surgical operations mentioned above were performed 
by the surgical consultants Dr. J. W. Richardson, Calgary, or 
Dr. J. Ross Vant, of Edmonton. 


Dr. W. R. Fraser, of Calgary, was official substitute for 
Dr. E. R. Selby, who was absent due to illness, at the meetings 
held at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, and the Provin- 
cial Training School, Red Deer, on February 5th, 1954. 


As in previous years, the Eugenics Board wishes to express 
its sincere appreciation and thanks to the Director, Division 
of Mental Health, to the medical superintendents and their res- 
pective staffs, and the guidance clinics, for their co-operation 
in connection with the work of the Board.

PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE CLINICS, NORTHERN ZONE 


During 1954, the Northern Clinics operated on much the 
same basis as in previous years. A total of 816 new cases were 
examnied, an increase of 49 new cases. Three hundred and 
twelve cases were re-examined or carried in treatment, giving 
an increase of 71 cases for the year. The total case load was 
1,128 patients. The total work load was 6,705; an increase of 
503 periods, practically all of which is accounted for by increased 
interviews with patients or members of their family. This 
indicates the increased intensity, and number of treatment 
periods. The greatest number of cases carried in treatment 
continues to be drawn from the education area. 

The age and sex distribution of cases examined remains 
essentially the same as in previous years, with 92.9% of cases 
under the age of 20 years. 

As to classification of types of new Clinic cases examined, 
there has been an increase in the percentage of emotional prob- 
lems under the age of six, and in mental defectives over the 
age of 19, the latter being due to the change in disability 
pensions. | 

Of the total, 39.3% were referred from schools; the medical 
profession and medical clinics referred 21.4%, and 13.9% 
attended voluntarily. 

During the year, 125 periods of educational activity were 
given to community organizations, such as Home and School 
groups and to students of the Medical and Nursing Schools. 


CITY OF EDMONTON 

New cases numbered 492, and there were 244 cases re- 
registered during the year. The work load was 5,338 periods, 
an increase of 407 periods over 1953, and an increase of 1,027 
periods over 1952. In the Edmonton area 34.7% of new cases 
seen were referred by the medical profession and medical clinics, 
and 20.3% of new cases attended voluntarily. 


BARRHEAD-WESTLOCK 


Two Clinics were held in each centre. There were 28 new 
cases and five re-registered cases, with a total work load of 109. 


CAMROSE-WETASKIWIN 

No clinics were held at Camrose. In Wetaskiwin, several 
clinics had to be cancelled because of inclement weather. Four- 
teen new cases were examined and six re-registered. The work 
load was 66. 


WAINWRIGHT-HOLDEN 

The number of new cases examined was 36, and 11 re- 
registered. The work load was 136. 
ATHABASCA-LAC LA BICHE 


One clinic was held in Lac La Biche, and two in Athabasca. 
There were 17 new cases, and six re-registered. The work load 
was 79. 
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BONNYVILLE-ST. PAUL-TWwo HILLS 
There were 45 new cases and one re-registered case. The 
total work load was 187. 


VEGREVILLE- VERMILION 


There were 60 new cases examined, and 13 re-registered 
cases. The work load was 241. 


PEACE RIVER-GRANDE PRAIRIE 


Two trips of two weeks’ duration were made into these 
areas of the Province. One hundred and twenty-four new cases 
and 26 re-registered cases were examined. The work load was 
549. 


PONOKA DISTRICT GUIDANCE CLINIC 


The clinics in this district were, as previously, serviced by 
members of the Provincial Mental Hospital staff. Clinics were 
scheduled approximately every other month at Ponoka, Rimbey, 
Stettler and Castor. A clinic was also held at Consort in Decem- 
ber. This district had not previously had clinic service. The 
number of new cases was 46, and five re-registered cases, with 
a total work load of 201. This is an increase from 1953. The 
clinics in the Stettler-Castor district are now being organized 
completely by the Stettler Health Unit instead of partially by 
School officials. Of the total cases, 39% were referred by the 
schools, 24% by private doctors, 20% by community agencies, 
and the remainder by various other sources. 


PONOKA-RIMBEY 

Two clinics were held at Rimbey. No clinics were held at 
Ponoka, but a number of cases were examined, for the most 
part at the request of one of the local physicians. There were 


19 new cases seen, and three re-registered cases, with a work 
load of 80. 


CASTOR 
Two clinics were held at Castor. There were seven new cases 
seen, with a work load of 26. 


STETTLER-CONSORT 


Two clinics were held at Stettler. There were 20 new cases 
seen, and two re-registered cases, with a work load of 95. 


RED DEER GUIDANCE CLINIC 

Clinic activities in 1954 have shown little real variation. 
There was a total of 95 new cases seen during this year. 

Due to the greater liaison shown this year with the educa- 
tional authorities, there was a high increase in defectives seen 
at the clinic this year, viz., 18 compared with 11 last year. 

A total number of 45 E.C.T. treatments were given at the 
Municipal Hospital. 


Extra Clinic Activities — There has been wide acceptance 
of the clinic in Red Deer, as in previous years. The greatest 
collaboration was with school authorities and Home and School 
Associations. 

Two clinic members are regular members of a panel which 
broadcasts for half an hour each month over CKRD on mental 
hygiene and school problems. 
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During the year 14 talks were given to Women’s Institutes 
and Home and School Association groups in central Alberta. 

The clinic has been helpful to the police and Magistrate’s 
Court as consultants for selected cases. 


PROVINCIAL GUIDANCE CLINICS, SOUTHERN ZONE 


There have been several changes in staff personnel during 
the year 1954. 


The clinic trips have remained much the same as last year. 
The monthly trips to Lethbridge and Medicine Hat were sche- 
duled as previously. Visits have been made to High River, 
Brooks, and Pincher Creek on request, when there were suf- 
ficient cases in those areas. 


The work load continues to show an appreciable increase. 
In 1954 the work load was 6,147, as compared with 5,725 in 
1953 and 3,332 in 1952. A slight decrease in the number of 
new patients registered at the Clinic in Calgary has been offset 
by the increase in the number of re-registered patients from 116 
in 1958, to 249 in 1954. These figures indicate a more intensive 
therapeutic program carried out for the Calgary area during 
1954, The orientation of the Clinic is towards carrying out as 
much useful therapeutic work as possible, with a lesser degree 
of diagnostic service. 


CITY OF CALGARY 


The total work load, 5,366, is compared to the previous 
figure of 4,630. As noted before, 1954 represents a more inten- 
sive therapeutic program in this area. There has been an 
increase in the number of psychotic patients examined during 
this period, while the psychoneurotic group remains essentially 
the same. 


LETHBRIDGE 


The services of a full time social worker have been estab- 
lished in Lethbridge. 


There was an increase of new cases to 108, as compared 
with the previous figure of 76. 

The psychiatrist and psychologists from the Calgary office 
continued to make monthly trips to Lethbridge. Although much 
of the social worker’s time has been devoted to organizational 
problems, it will now be possible to initiate a useful therapeutic 
program. The clinic team visited Lethbridge eight times. 


MEDICINE HAT-BROOKS 


Kighty-four new cases were examined in this area, as com- 
pared with 82 last year. There were 32 re-registered cases, as 
compared with the previous figure of 24. Eight trips were made 
by the clinic during the year, with a total work load of 294. 


HIGH RIVER 


Three visits were made to High River during the year, as 
compared with an equal number in 1953. Sixteen new cases 
were examined, as compared with the previous figure of 27. 
Re-registered cases were essentially the same. 


PINCHER CREEK 
One visit was made to Pincher Creek during the year, as 
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compared with no visits during 1953. A total of seven new cases 
were examined, with one re-registered case. 


SUMMARY 


Calgary remains the main area for the work of the clinic. 
Lethbridge and Medicine Hat continue to entail considerable 
responsibility. 

It is noted that during the year many cases from the country 
areas came directly to the Clinic location in Calgary. Referrals 
continue to be satisfactory. Interest continues at a high level 
on the part of the population towards mental health problems.

It includes Clinics held in the Peace River-Grande Prairie area, and 
such points as Athabasca, Barrhead, Bonnyville, Holden, Lac La Biche, St. Paul, 
Two Hills, Vegreville, Vermilion, Wainwright, Westlock and Wetaskiwin.

Gen.—General contacts regarding Clinic activities and work, including those with 
other Agencies and Community Services. 

P.E. —Psychological examinations and tests. 

Total Work Load—This includes patient interviews and treatment periods, interviews 
with parents and relatives, interviews with cther Agencies concerning patients 
or Clinic work, and psychological examinations by Clinic staff members. It 
includes as well talks and addresses, and teaching periods by staff members.

Patient Population Changes 


The resident population on January 1st, 1954, was One 
Thousand, Five Hundred and Eighty-nine (1,589), of whom 
Nine Hundred and Fifty-eight (958) were male, and Six 
Hundred and Thirty-one (631) female. The number in resi- 
dence on December 31st, 1954, was One Thousand, Five Hun- 
dred and Forty-three (1,543), of whom Nine Hundred and 
Thirty-eight (938) were male and Six Hundred and Five (605) 
female. This was an overall decrease of Forty-six (46). The 
details are as set forth in Table I. 


Admission of Patients 


Seven Hundred and Twelve (712) patients were admitted, 
and this figure is exclusive of transfers from other Provincial 
Mental Institutions. This represents an increase of Twenty- 
eight (28) over the previous year. Four Hundred and Ten 
(410) of the admissions were men, and Three Hundred and 
Two (302) were women. Admissions by voluntary application 
numbered One Hundred and Sixty-two (162); by medical cer- 
tificates One Hundred and Fifty-three (153); and by warrant 
Three Hundred and Eighty-nine (389). Eight (8) were admit- 
ted under “The Mental Defectives Act”. Fifty-eight (58) 
patients were admitted to this Hospital as transfers from 
other mental institutions in the Province. There was an increase 
in those admitted by voluntary application and by warrant, and 
a slight decrease in certified cases. 


There was a remarkable similarity in the numbers admitted 
in the various diagnostic categories, as compared with the 
previous year. The only change of any significance was an 
increase in the number of alcoholics. This was probably due 
to the increased general interest in the treatment of alcoholics 
in the Province. 


Separation of Patients 


The number of patients discharged was Five Hundred and 
Twenty-seven (527), of whom Three Hundred and Five (305) 
were men, and Two Hundred and Twenty-two (222) women. 
This was an increase of Twenty-one (21) as compared with 
1953. Two Hundred and Twenty-nine (229) patients were 
transferred to other Provincial Mental Institutions. Seventy- 
five (75) patients died. 


The number discharged was slightly higher than in the 
previous year. 


General Health of Patients 


The general health of the patients was satisfactory, and 
there were no epidemics of consequence. A careful watch was 
maintained for the occurrence of Tuberculosis, and Three (3) 
patients were transferred during the year to the Tuberculosis 
Unit at the Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton. 
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Clinical Work 


This was maintained at a level in keeping with accepted 
standards. Electroshock and Insulin-shock were used exten- 
sively, and great emphasis was laid on Group Therapy. The 
nursing staff was utilized extensively in the latter method of 
treatment. 


Occupational Therapy 


This form of treatment continued to prove its effectiveness, 
and was used throughout the Hospital. The library and canteen 
were operated by this Department. 


Recreational Therapy and Physical Training 


Practically all patients in the Hospital benefited from the 
activities of this Department. Recreational Therapy is now 
firmly established. This proved to be highly beneficial, especial- 
ly on the continued treatment wards. The program was varied, 
and in keeping with the needs of the group involved. 


Religious Services 


The religious services were continued, as in the past. The 
visiting clergymen took a great interest in the patients and 
their spiritual needs. 


Social Services 


The Hospital had one social worker, as in recent years. The 
worker was a registered nurse, with psychiatric training, who 
gave excellent service. It was necessary for her to do a great 
deal of travelling. She continued to assist with the “After-Care 
Group” in Calgary. A social worker is essential for gathering 
information regarding patients, in assessing situations, and 
assisting in rehabilitation. : 


Dental Services 


The service continued with a full-time dentist, who supplied 
dental care to the patients of this Hospital, and also those in 
the Provincial Auxiliary Hospitals at Claresholm and Raymond. 
This Department operated with efficiency and provided adequate 
coverage to our patients. 


X-Ray Services 


This Department was operated under the direction of a 
nurse-technician. All chest plates were referred to the Baker 
Memorial Sanatorium, Calgary, for interpretation. The majority 
of the other plates were read by the staff of this Hospital. The 
service rendered was very satisfactory. 


Laboratory Services 


The well-equipped laboratory continued to supply the neces- 
sary facilities for the Hospital. It was seldom necessary to 
enlist the aid of the Provincial Laboratory, except for serological 
tests. 


School of Nursing 
There was no essential change in the teaching program. 
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There were Four (4) qualified instructors, and assistance in 
teaching was given by the professional personnel of the Hospital. 


Forty-seven (47) students received instruction in the four- 
year course in General and Psychiatric Nursing, and Nine (9) 
were affiliating at General Hospital Schools of Nursing. Eight 
(8) women completed this course in May, 1954, and of this 
number, Seven (7) were successful in the Registered Nurses’ 
Be one: One (1) was prevented from writing, because 
of illness. 


Thirty-eight (38) male attendants received instruction in the 
course In Psychiatric Nursing. Seven (7) men completed this 
course in May, and received certificates. 


There were EHighty-two (82) affiliating student nurses from 
the Archer Memorial Hospital, Lamont; the Calgary General 
Hospital, Calgary; Galt Hospital, Lethbridge; the Medicine Hat 
General Hospital, Medicine Hat; St. Joseph’s General Hospital, 
Vegreville; and St. Michael’s Hospital, Lethbridge, who re- 
ceived eight weeks’ instruction at this Hospital. 


Ten (10) registered nurses completed the eight - month 
course in Psychiatric Nursing, and received diplomas. 


Twenty-one (21) students in Public Health Nursing from 
the University of Alberta spent short periods at this Hospital, 
as part of their field work. 


Two (2) graduate student nurses from the course in Super- 
vision in Psychiatric Nursing from the University of Toronto, 
spent Three and one-half (34%) months in field work here. 


Certified nursing aides and ward aides were given instruc- 
tion in Psychiatric Nursing. 


Visitors 


A great many of the patients were visited by relatives and 
friends. This number appeared to be increasing. The Hospital 
was visited on a number of occasions by the Hon. Dr. W. W. 
Cross, Minister of Health, and Dr. A. Somerville, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Health. Dr. Randall R. MacLean, Director of the Division 
of Mental Health, frequently inspected the facilities of the 
Hospital, and when necessary, gave much appreciated direction. 

The annual inspection of the Hospital was carried out by 
the “Visiting Board’. This was done with thoroughness, and 
was searching in nature. Criticism and constructive suggestions 
were offered, whenever necessary. The Visiting Board has 
always encouraged the staff and patients to talk freely to its 
members, who are conversant with every phase of hospital 
operation. 

Two organized clubs, one of men and the other women, 
voluntarily assumed certain obligations with a view to assisting 
groups of patients in the Hospital. The objective in such a 
project was to initiate and maintain the patients’ interest in 
the community, with the hope that this would facilitate their 
recovery and rehabilitation. 


The EHugenics Board 
Five (5) meetings were held by the Board at this Hospital 
during 1954. Forty-six (46) patients were presented to the 
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Board, of whom Seventeen (17) were male, and Twenty-nine 
(29) female. Sixty-one (61) operations were performed for 
sexual sterilization, Thirty-seven (37) being on male, and 
Twenty-four (24) on female patients. 


Maintenance Department 


Buildings were properly maintained throughout the year. 
A new quarry tiled floor was laid in the main kitchen and 
adjacent corridor. Much redecorating was done throughout 
the Hospital buildings, and in staff residences. 


Fire Protection 


The equipment was well maintained and regular drill prac- 
tices were held on two days of each week. In July, a new 
system was initiated whereby a stand-by crew of Three (3) 
members of the Fire Brigade were placed on duty each night 
from 5 p.m. until 8 a.m., and from 12 noon Saturday until 
8 a.m. Monday morning. Holidays are covered in a similar 
manner. This provided the patients and Hospital property with 
much more adequate protection. 


New Buildings and Improvements 


“Dawnview”, a new dormitory for men, was opened in 
January, 1954, and provided excellent accommodation for 
about One Hundred (100) men. The program previously 
instituted to move and re-locate the shops at the rear of the 
Hospital was essentially completed. In February, 1954, the 
mechanics’ and carpenters’ workshop was placed in operation, 
and proved to be a great asset, as compared with the previous 
facilities. The former carpenter shop was converted into a 
shoe shop and tinsmith shop. Construction was commenced on 
a new cannery, but this was not completed at the end of the 
year. Work was also begun on a male staff residence. The 
building was to a large extent completed by the end of the year. 
Throughout 1954, work was continued on the former Male Four 
Building. This is being converted into women’s wards. 


The project of re-wiring the entire Hospital by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works continued, and good progress was made. 
It will require a considerable period of time before the entire 
electrical system is placed on alternating current. 


Business Office 


This Department operated efficiently during the year. Col- 
lections were maintained at a fair level. The business manager 
assumed direct responsibility for the supervision of the farm 
and ancillary services. 


Provincial Mental Hospital Farm 


Adverse weather conditions were, for a large part, respon- 
sible for a poor yield. The Poultry Department, however, gave 
excellent results. The production from the dairy herd was in- 
adequate for the needs. 


Ancillary Services 
The various departments, including the laundry, linen room, 
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print shop, sewing room, shoe shop, and tailor shop, effectively 
served the needs of the Hospital. 


Conclusion 


The policy has been toward a gradual and general improve- 
ment in the Hospital services. The effort has been directed 
toward exposing the patients, as far as possible, to normal life 
contacts, and to so encourage and promote their return to 
society. 


The administrators of this Hospital were highly appreciative 
and encouraged by the deep understanding shown by, and the 
direction received from, the senior officers of the Department 
of Public Health.

Patient Population Changes 


On December 31, 1954, there were in residence 998 male 
patients and 447 female patients. On leave or otherwise absent 
were 39 male patients and 40 female patients. The total patient 
population at the end of the year was 1,037 male patients and 
487 female patients. This is a total of 1,524 patients, a gain 
of 27 over the previous year. 


_ During the year there were 651 admissions. This is an 

Increase of 17 over the previous year. Two of these admissions 

Mae juveniles admitted through the Department of Child 
elfare. 


There were 507 discharges in 1954, an increase of 159 over 
last year. Forty-one patients were transferred to other mental 
hospitals and there were 76 deaths (49 autopsies). Fifty-two 
of the deaths were in the senile group. 


General Health 


This has been good during the past year. There were no 
serious epidemics. T.A.B. immunization was carried out on all 
new admissions and all new staff, and booster doses were given 
where required. Chest X-rays were done on all new admissions 
and new staff, and an annual check was carried out on all 
patients and staff. 


Accidents 


There were no serious injuries and no accidental deaths 
during the year. 


Treatment of Patients 

Electro-shock Therapy was given to 339 patients, and Insulin- 
shock Therapy to 160. Combined E.S.T. and I.8.T. was given 
in many cases. Periodic supporting treatment (E.S.T.) was 
given in a considerable number of cases. The total number of 
Electro-shock treatments was 4,996, and of Insulin-shock treat- 
ments, 6,095. Group therapy was continued and found to be 
very helpful. 

The use of Largactil and Serpasil was begun during the 
year. So far, the results have been excellent. It is hoped to 
extend the use of both of these preparations during the coming 
year. 


Occupational Therapy 

This department has been very active, as usual. Additional 
sessions continue to be held on most of the wards. The average 
daily attendance was 130 patients. Nearly all patients on 
acute treatment attend this department during the treatment 
period. 


Social Service 
The social service worker has continued to be very active 
both in the investigation of new patients, in the rehabilitation 
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of discharged patients, and in group therapy and public rela- 
tions. He gave talks to outside groups and conducted visiting 
parties, who were interested, through parts of the hospital. He 
is no win England, doing a year of postgraduate study. 


Recreational Activities 


The full-time program has been maintained and activities 
on the wards have been increased. The Department of Veterans 
Affairs has continued to provide stage shows, dance orchestras, 
and tickets to sports events in the city. 


Library 


This was added to during the year and has been under the 
able management of the social worker. 


Beauty Parlor 


This has been very active, looking after an average of 15 
to 20 patients per day. 


Religious Services 


The Lutheran minister continues to be of great help. He 
holds services every Sunday and, in addition, visits the hospital 
frequently. The Anglican and the United Churches hold services 
on alternate Sundays, and the Roman Catholic church continues 
to hold services once every Sunday. The Jewish and Ukrainian 
women’s organizations visit the patients frequently. 


X-Ray Department 


This department was very busy. A total of 4,022 X-ray 
examinations were made during the year. In addition, short- 
wave diathermy treatments were carried out. B.C.G.’s and 
Mantoux tests were also done by the X-ray staff. 


Electroencephalograph 


A total of 266 E.E.G.’s, 130 E.C.G.’s, and 37 B.M.R.’s were 
done during the year. The technician also worked part time 
at the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Laboratory 


A total of 12,000 examinations were carried out during the 
year. This is an increase of 10% over the previous year. The 
laboratory continued to be very busy and a third technician 
was added during the year. 


Surgical Service 


Most of the major operations were done in this hospital, 
although several orthopaedic cases were referred to the Univer- 
sity Hospital. All minor surgery and fracture work was carried 
out by the staff. A total of 62 operations was performed. This 
is a considerable increase in the amount of major surgery, and 
a considerable percentage of this was due to the number of new 
growths found and abdominal surgery. 


Dental Department 


A total of 3,134 treatments was carried out during the year. 
All types of dental work were done and all patients in the 
hospital were examined during the year and treatment was 
done wherever necessary. All patients were examined as soon 
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as possible after admission. In addition, the dentist did dental 
work in Rosehaven Hospital, Camrose, and held clinics for 
dental students from the University of Alberta. 


Training School 

_ Nine women and eight men graduated in Psychiatric Nursing 

ities Loa completing the three-year course. There were 83 

students in the various years of the three-year course. 
Clinics and demonstrations were given to the students of 

the graduating classes from all but one of the city huspitals 

during the year. 


Department of Building and Maintenance 

Maintenance work has been kept up very well during the 
year. An extensive re-decorating program was carried out. 
The nurses’ home was opened June 1, and has been a very 
valuable addition. Work on the admission building was com- 
menced, and the progress has been very satisfactory. 


Fire Protection 

Fire practices were held at frequent intervals. An inspec- 
tion was carried out by the Fire Protection Branch. During the 
year the fire protection system was re-organized. This was 
laid down by Order-in-Council. A fire chief was appointed and 
regular training was instituted. The present system appears 
to be very satisfactory. 


Farm 


Farm operations were very successful in spite of the bad 
weather. 


Crarden 

The yield was good, but there was some difficulty in 
storage due to the wet weather at harvest time. Surplus vege- 
tables were sent to the Aberhart Memorial Sanatorium and to 
Rosehaven, Camrose, and grain and hay were sent to the 
Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Laundry 
New equipment was again added during the year. This 
department was very busy. 


Tailor Shop 


This department was also very busy. A great amount of 
work was done during the year. 


Shoe Shop 

This department remains very busy and does excellent repair 
work. 
Sewing Room. 

This department does very good work. 
Dietary Department 

This department gives excellent service. New equipment 
was added in the kitchen and to the ward services during the 
year. 
Police Court 


This work has become much heavier this year and takes up 
a very considerable amount of time of the medical staff. It 
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requires the services of one member of the medical staff for 
most of nearly every afternoon. 
Business Office 

This office continues to function in its usual efficient 
manner. The staff is up to strength. 
Medical Records Office 

The work of this department is done by a very efficient 
stenographic staff. 
Staff 


The-staff situation on both the male and female sides has 
remained good. There was no difficulty keeping the establish- 
ment filled, although we are still short of graduate nurses. 


Visitors 


During the year the hospital was visited at frequent intervals 
by the Hon. Dr. Cross, the Hon. Mr. Taylor, and Dr. MacLean. 
These visits are always very helpful. 


The Visiting Board carried out its annual inspection in the 
fall, and their visit was very enjoyable. 


Public Relations 


Both the social worker and the superintendent addressed 
various organizations in the city on the work of the hospital 
and various problems in the psychiatric field. These contacts 
were very useful. 


The fourth-year students from the University of Alberta 
School of Medicine were given regular clinics during the year.

Movement of Patients 
There were 99 patients in residence January 1, 1954, and 
on December 31, 1954, there were 99 patients in residence. 
There was one admission under the Mental Defectives Act. 
Six patients were transferred to this hospital from the 
Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka. 


Six patients were transferred to Ponoka and one patient 
was transferred to the Provincial Auxiliary Mental Hospital at 
Raymond. 

There was one death during the year due to carcinoma. 


Accidents or Hlopements 


There were no accidents of a serious nature, and no elope- 
ments. 


General Health 

The general health of the patients was very good through- 
out the year. When necessary, X-Ray and laboratory tests are 
done at the Claresholm Municipal Hospital. Patients and staff 
received typhoid vaccine. 


Occupational Department 

A successful sale of work was held in December. Many local 
residents attend the display of work and the sale. 

During the winter months one staff member conducts classes 
in the day room. These are the more deteriorated patients, 
but they do some knitting, embroidery, colouring books, cutting 
out for scrap books, some simple card games, and some group 
reading. 

During the summer some 20 patients are occupied in the 
garden and grounds under the supervision of a ward aide. 


Recreational Activities 
The usual parties were held for the patients, sports day, 
soft ball games, bingo, and the Christmas parties were enjoyed. 


Thirty or forty of the patients were driven around the town 
to see the Christmas lighting, and then taken to a staff member’s 
home for lunch. This outing was greatly enjoyed by the patients. 

Films are now shown at the hospital with the equipment 
obtained through the Mental Health Grant. 

The patients go for daily walks and out on parole. During 
the warm weather all the patients are taken outside. 


The United Church choir sang Easter and Christmas music 
at the hospital. 


Beauty Parlour 
Many of the patients get their hair done regularly. 


Religious Services 
Local clergymen conduct services each Sunday afternoon. 
Catholic services are held once a month. 
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Dentistry 


Dr. Palmer, from the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka, 
visited the hospital in June and examined the patients and gave 
the necessary dental care. Emergency dental work is done by 
local dentists. 


Fire Protection 


The buildings have been inspected by the fire inspector. Fire 
practices are held and equipment checked regularly. 


Buildings 
The maintenance staff have kept the buildings in good repair. 


Some changes in the electrical wiring were done on the 
recommendation of the electrical inspector. 


Gardens and Grounds 


The vegetable crop was excellent, and there will be enough 
to provide the hospital until the new crop is ready. 


Visitors 


The hospital has been visited by Dr. R. R. MacLean, Direc- 
tor, Division of Mental Health, and his help and advice are 
greatly appreciated. 


The Eugenics Board, acting as a visiting board, made rounds 
of the hospital and grounds. 


Relatives and friends visited the patients during the year.

Movement of Patients 


On January 1, 1954, there were 135 patients in residence. 
There were four transfers received from other mental hospitals 
and two re-admissions. The departures included three deaths, 
one discharge, and three transfers to other mental hospitals, 
leaving in residence on December 31, 1954, 184 patients. 


General Health 


Two patients developed acute cholecystitis. Two patients 
developed an active lung tuberculosis and were transferred to 
Edmonton. One patient haemorrhaged severely from a duo- 
denal ulcer. One patient developed a serious Status Epilepticus 
with pneumonia. One patient underwent surgery for a Hys- 
terectomy. 


Occupational Therapy 

There is a separate occupational parlour equipped for all 
kinds of needlework. The furniture is overstuffed and there is 
a radio. Other forms of occupation are found in the wards, 
kitchen, laundry, nurses’ home, sewing room, and garden. 


Library 


The patients’ library is situated in the occupational parlour. 
Books are added to it monthly. All current magazines are 
available from subscriptions and donations of local friends. 


Religious Services 

Services are held at the hospital once monthly. The clergy- 
men also preside at patients’ funerals when required to do so. 
Recreation and Entertainment 


A picture show is shown in the ward every other week with 
hospital-owned equipment. Special holidays are celebrated with 
a concert, dance, or party. In the summer a sports day is held, 
as well as picnics on the lawn. A radio and piano are situated 
in the dayroom of both the main building and the annex. 


Staff Changes 


One boiler room employee reached retirement. There were 
no other staff changes. 


Visitors 


Periodic inspections were made by members of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Public Works, Tuberculosis Clinic, Fire 
Department, Electrical and Boiler Inspectors. The Provincial 
Visiting Board made their annual visit of inspection. 


Gardens and Grounds 


The vegetable garden yielded very well, with sufficient 
produce for summer and winter requirements. Work to re- 
claim one lawn was started. 


Conclusion 


The hospital capacity has been maintained throughout the 
year and the general health of the patients has been satisfactory.

In Residence, Admissions, Discharges, Deaths 


The population has shown a substantial increase over last 
year, viz., from 476 to 632. This includes the admission during 
1954 of 210, of whom 53 were idiots, 89 imbeciles, and 65 of 
moron or borderline defective level. 


A total of 33 trainees were discharged, many of whom were 
found employment. Of the total discharges, 16 were discharged 
to the care of their relatives. There were 13 deaths, five male 
and eight female. Six males were transferred to the Provincial 
Mental Institute, and two females to the Provincial Mental 
Hospital. 


Applications For Admission 


During the year 129 applications for admission to the School 
were received. Many urgent admissions were effected from 
this year’s and previous years’ lists. 


Kugenics Board Visits, Sterilizations, ete. 


The School was visited by the Eugenics Board on four 
occasions. There were 35 trainees presented to the Board, and 
in conformity with its recommendations, 47 sterilizations were 
performed, 34 male and 13 female, 12 of these being a carry- 
over from those presented towards the end of 1953. 


Health of Trainees and Staff 


The general health situation of both trainees and staff has 
been of a high level. There was a sporadic outbreak of bacillary 
dysentery towards the end of the year associated with the 
admission of a dysentery carrier. Steps to avoid any subsequent 
situation of this sort by routine examination of stools of all 
new admissions, in addition to the routine serological checks 
already being taken, are being carried out. 

Prophylactic immunization against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and the enteric fevers were carried out on all patients, 
and typhoid immunization was carried out on all new staff 
members, and re-inforced on incumbent staff members. 

The mobile Tuberculosis X-Ray Unit also visited the School, 
and all ambulant trainees were X-rayed, as well as all staff 
members. There were no cases of tuberculosis detected. 

During the year four of the lower-grade population were 
clinically confirmed as suffering from active tuberculosis and 
were transferred to the tuberculosis wing of the Provincial 
Mental Institute at Oliver. 


Dental Care 


This is taken care of by the employment of a dentist who 
spends two mornings each week at the School. This gives 
adequate dental coverage at the present time, and unless there 
should be an unforeseen marked increase in the population at 
this School, the School’s requirements are at present fulfilled. 
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Training Programme For Nurses and Attendants 


A training programme for all nurses and attendants was 
carried out during the year, modified to suit the needs of this 
institution. The emphasis of training was placed this year on 
ward and bed care (due to the preponderance of the low-grade 
and bedridden population), and the clinical subjects were 
reserved for second and third year students. 


It is felt this represents an advance on previous years’ 
training, since it is considered that with the fall-out of students 
during the first year, instruction in routine care is more 
valuable to both the student and institution. 


Clinical subjects given to the second and third year classes 
were able to be given to these smaller numbers more readily 
associated with group discussion emphasis. In this way the 
more interested student could be given a better grounding in 
the clinical subjects with a greater overall degree of interest. 


Training Programme For Trainees 


Great emphasis continues to be placed on the training pro- 
gramme for the mid and high-grade trainee population at this 
School. 


It is rare to find a child without some aptitude, and the 
training orientation at this School is to discover the most 
promising ability of each educable trainee and nurture this 
ability to its optimal developmental level. 


Despite the fact that only 28% of the population of the 
School is high grade there were, during 1954, 140 children 
attending school classes daily for academic and sense training 
activities, and 185 during the year attended daily recreational 
therapy classes. 


The fact that 33 children were discharged from the School 
this year, making available that number of beds for further 
trainable children, represents a high level of achievement. 


ACADEMIC TRAINING AND SENSE TRAINING: This form of 
training operated very successfully during the past year. Large 
numbers of children attended regularly and responded enthusi- 
astically to the school work presented. Classes were increased 
to a maximum of 12 to each class. In the coming year, in an 
effort to encourage the manual skills, part of the day’s training 
activities will also include manual training. This has been 
made possible by the appointment of a vocational training 
instructor. This will lend additional variety to the training 
programme, and it is anticipated will represent an interesting 
training incentive to boys and girls alike. 


Sense training classes continue to operate with small groups 
spending two hours per day attending the pre-kindergarten 
and kindergarten classes. 

RECREATION: Recreational classes are in operation during 
the entire day. In this activity are included many mid-grade 
trainees who find this activity a means of doing something 
different and interesting as a change from villa life. 

This therapy is an excellent means of encouraging and 
developing inter-personal relationships which are so important 
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to the development not only of the high-grade retarded child, 
but the mid-grade as well. Many of these latter can be trained 
to be excellent workers, several of whom can make good daily 
outside workers, and a small percentage of whom can ultimately 
be discharged from the institution altogether. 


OCCUPATIONAL THERAPY: This department has continued 
to function well. It was possible this year to employ a fully- 
trained occupational therapist, and the addition of a trained 
therapist has further augmented the variety of crafts available 
for the trainees. 


Ceramics, equipment and supplies have also been ordered 
and it 1s anticipated that early in the new year further diversi- 
fication in occupational therapy will be brought about. 


VOCATIONAL AND PRE-VOCATIONAL THERAPY: Whereas in 
past years vocational training for the boys in farm work and 
shoemaking was available and made good use of, the employ- 
ment of a vocational training instructor (to take effect in Feb- 
ruary, 1955) will add additional vocational training (mainly 
carpentry) to the lives of the higher-grade boys and girls. This 
form of training has been standard for many years in other 
mental hospitals as well as defective institutions. 


Training experience continues to be provided in the kitchens, 
dining rooms, sewing rooms, and laundry, for more trainees 
who will ultimately be discharged and work found for them 
away from the School. 


GUIDANCE: The trainees still avail themselves of the right 
to seek interviews with any senior staff members to discuss 
their personal problems and difficulties. 


Social Work Service 


This service is a pivotal one in effecting discharges and 
follow-up service after the trainees are discharged from the 
School. The social worker made 268 visits during the year to 
trainees and prospective employers as well as ensuring that 
all trainees placed were contented with their jobs and living 
circumstances. 


Extra Social Activities 


The senior members of the School gave many talks to 
interested organizations on mental deficiency and also mental 
hygiene, incorporating mental health films. 


Members of the School participated in several broadcasts 
at CKRD, the local broadcasting station. One series, still in 
progress, is a monthly radio forum dealing with mental hygiene 
topics and education. 


The Red Deer Guidance Clinic has maintained its full 
scope of activities both with children and adults. In addition 
to psycho-therapeutic interviews carried on at the Clinic, both 
Electro-convulsive therapy and modified Insulin therapy have 
been carried out at the Municipal Hospital. 


The “adoption” of children who have no near relatives 
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continues, and many women’s organizations take the trainees 
for weekly outings and provide them with pocket money. 


The formation of a Parent/School Association was begun 
in October, and was attended by some 200 people. 


It is hoped that this organization will further facilitate 
the home-school atmosphere so needed in order to effectively 
train defective children, and also provide the parents with the 
opportunity to meet more often with senior personnel, and 
the various therapists. 


New Construction 
Schoolboys’ ward (for occupancy January, 1955). 


Two new wards, with a bed capacity of 76 each. 
Male staff quarters. 


Farm buildings: Chicken house, root cellar, two portable 
granaries, and bull pen. 


Work on new institution: Concrete foundation and floors, 
water tower, terminal work being completed for sewer and 
water lines. 


Farm and Garden Produce 


The adverse weather which prevailed generally in this part 
of the Province during the past summer affected the farming 
operations here, resulting in an abundance of forage and green 
feed on the one hand, and a shortage of good feed grain on 
the other. 


The vegetable crop of approximately 300 tons was com- 
paratively good in quantity, but slightly poorer in quality due 
to heavy rains and an early frost. 


The dairy herd has now come under the Selective Regis- 
tration Programme and milk production has been better than 
average. 


Laundry and Linen Repair Room 


The addition of more staff and the staggering of work shifts 
has extended the operation of the laundry to cope with an 
increase of approximately 50% in work load over the previous 
year. 

The linen repair room has operated efficiently in their newly 
completed spacious and well-lighted quarters. A total of 11,859 
new articles of linen and clothing have been made, and 235,978 
articles of linen and clothing have been repaired. 


kitchen and Dining Room 


These two departments are functioning quite well, providing 
a varied and nourishing diet for both trainees and staff. The 
position of dietitan has not been filled as yet, and it would appear 
that with the large number of special diets required for the 
varied type of patients that have been admitted during this 
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past year, a well-qualified incumbent for this position would 
be a great help in the operation of these departments.

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Rosehaven, Camrose 
Movement of Residents 


On January 1, 1954, the resident population at Rosehaven 
numbered 301, of which 203 were men and 98 were women. The 
total number in residence on December 31, 1954, was 426 — 251 
men and 175 women, an increase of 125 during the year. 


Admissions to Rosehaven during the year 1954 numbered 
219, all transferred from other mental institutions in the 
Province. One hundred and sixty-six residents were received 
from the Provincial Mental Hospital, Ponoka; 32 from the 
Provincial Mental Institute, Edmonton; one from Raymond 
Auxiliary Hospital, and 20 returned from leave of absence. 


Discharges from Rosehaven during 1954 numbered 94. Sixty- 
one of this number were attributable to death, four to transfers 
to other institutions, 28 to leave of absence and one to elopement. 
Eleven residents remained on leave of absence at the end of 
the year. 


Admissions were in the form of transfers from mental 
institutions in Alberta. In November a new 100-bed unit was 
ready for occupancy, and 75 female residents were accommo- 
dated there by the year’s end. Male and female residents were 
admitted throughout the year as beds were available. 


Deaths were due to degenerative causes. 


General Health 


The general health of the residents is considered good in 
view of the age group of these individuals. An increasing 
number require nursing care and marked progressive mental 
and physical decline is apparent in the majority of the residents. 


An average of 36 residents required infirmary bed .care 
each month, and each averaged 12.15 days in bed. There were 
A1 residents admitted to St. Mary’s Hospital for surgical, ortho- 
pedical or medical care. The amount of outpatient work done 
at St. Mary’s Hospital from Rosehaven has increased. During 
the year, 38 X-rays, three cast applications, 198 laboratory 
tests, and one diagnostic test, were done. 


Medical care was supplied by a member of the Smith Clinic 
at Camrose when the need arose. 


Dental examinations were done twice in the year, and dental 
care given as necessary by the dentist from Provincial Mental 
Institute, Edmonton. 


Occupational Therapy 


There has been no organized occupational therapy service 
at Rosehaven. Individuals have been encouraged to do handi- 
work and a greater number are interested. Groups of male 
residents assist with the garden work during the summer. 


Sixty-six individuals assist in various departments or with 
light housekeeping duties.

Religious Service 


Weekly Protestant church services are arranged by the 
local Ministerial Association. These are well attended. Roman 
Catholic services are held several times during the year. 


Recreation 


Walking parties or lawn groups were taken out each day 
when weather permitted. Films were shown once a month 
and several parties were arranged during the year. Local 
organizations arranged outings on several occasions for the 
residents. 


Buildings 
A new 100-bed unit was completed ready for occupancy in 
November. A new laundry building has been commenced. 


Repairs and maintenance of other buildings has been very 
satisfactorily carried out. 


Gardens and Grounds 


Established gardens and grounds show little change and 
have been well maintained. Excavation and building has ham- 
pered any extensive landscaping measures in the area of the 
new constructions. The vegetable garden produced a small 
amount of fresh vegetables in season. 


Staff 


Twelve nursing and attendant staff members resigned during 
the year and were replaced, three domestic staff resigned and 
were replaced. Additional staff has been required with the 
opening of the new unit. Two graduate nurses, 16 attendants 
or ward aides, and five domestic and sewing room staff have 
been added to the complement. 

The health of the staff has been satisfactory. 


Visitors 


Officials of the Department of Public Health visited during 
the year, and regular visits were made to Rosehaven by the 
Director of Mental Health. 


The Eugenics Board as a visiting committee made its 
annual visit.

Blood Donations 


The year 1954 has been a most successful one. For the first 
time since the Blood Transfusion Service began operating in 
this Province, well over 50,000 blood donations were received 
from voluntary donors. 


The actual number of donations received was 54,330, repre- 
senting a 17% increase — or nearly 8,000 more than in 1953. 
Of the total, 28,161 bottles of blood were collected in the north, 
and 26,169 in the south. 


Blood Transfusions 


It is interesting to note that well over 100,000 patients have 
received whole blood transfusions supplied from the Alberta 
depots since July 17, 1947. (Actual recipients of whole blood 
were 105,099 patients. Total blood transfusions administered 
were 182,161 bottles between July, 1947, and December 31, 
1954.) 


During 1954 the number of whole blood transfusions ad- 
ministered in Alberta hospitals, and in hospitals in adjoining 
areas of B.C., the N.W.T., and in the Yukon, amounted to 32,315. 
A total of 17,461 patients received these transfusions during 
this 12-month period. 


Plasma Fractionation Programme 


Liquid plasma from the Edmonton and Calgary depots con- 
tinues to be shipped in the maximum amounts that we can 
contribute to this essential project. A total of 779 pools of 
liquid plasma were sent to the Connaught Laboratories, Toronto, 
during 1954. Of this number, 369 four-litre pools were pre- 
pared in Edmonton, and 410 in Calgary. 


In addition, 3,605 bottles of blood were shipped direct from 
the two depots. 


The plasma or serum derived from these sources can be 
most effectively used as gamma globulin, and serum albumin. 
Another fraction, fibrinogen, is also obtained from plasma. 


We feel that the demand for serum albumin will increase 
as this most valuable fraction becomes available from Red 
Cross and Connaught Laboratory resources. 


2h. Investigations (Maternity cases, etc.) 


A total of 34,312 of these specimens were tested in 1954 — | 
21,704 in the Edmonton depot, and 12,608 in Calgary. 


Of these specimens, 389 (290 in Edmonton and 99 in Cal- 
gary) were found to contain immune antibodies. 
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New Buildings 


A new Blood Transfusion Service Depot was officially 
opened in July, 1954, in Edmonton, replacing the old depot 
which had been housed in the wartime huts near the airport. 


The new building was built by the Government of Alberta 
specifically for this work. 


The keys of the building were presented by Dr. A. Somer- 
ville, Deputy Minister of Health, on behalf of the Honourable 
Dr. W. W. Cross. At this ceremony Dr. W. S. Stanbury, 
National Commissioner of the Canadian Red Cross Society, 
stated that the depot was probably one of the finest in the 
world. 


The two new buildings in Edmonton and Calgary (the 
latter opened the previous year) are of great practical advantage 
to the steadily growing Service. 
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VITAL STATISTICS DIVISION 


JOHN COLVILLE

This is the 1954 Report of the Vital Statistics Division of the De- 
partment of Public Health of the Province of Alberta and is the 50th 
report published since the establishment of the Province. 


_ The report shows a large increase in the number of births, a small 
Increase in marriages and a decrease in the number of deaths. The birth 
rate is the second highest in the Dominion, the marriage rate the highest 
and the death rate the lowest. There is a decrease in deaths from 
communicable diseases, and especially Poliomyelitis, Influenza and Pneu- 
monia. A slight increase is shown in the number of deaths from Heart 
Disease and Cancer. 


POPULATION 


The population of the Province for the year 1954 has been estimated 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics as |,039,000. All rates in this re- 
port are therefore based on that figure. 


BIRTHS 


There were 33,593 children born to residents of the Province during 
1954, an increase of 2,217 over the previous year. The birth rate being 
32.3 per 1,000 population. Of the total births 17,394 were males, 16,199 
were females, the ratio being 1,073 males to each 1,000 females. Multiple 
births comprised 380 sets of twins and 3 sents of triplets. Illigitimate births 
numbered |,562, being 4.6 percent of all live births. 


The number of births to residents of the four large cities are as follows: 
Edmonton 7,269, Calgary 4,774, Lethbridge 898, Medicine Hat 522. Dur- 
ing the year 966 Legal Adoptions were filed, 858 Delayed Registrations 
of Birth completed, 258 Legal Changes of surname and 568 changes in 
Christian names were filed. The births of 79 children were legitimated by 
the subsequent marriage of the parents.

DIVORCES 


Final Decrees of Divorces granted during the year numbered 608, be- 
ing 5 more than in the previous year, Four Decrees of Nullity were also 
granted. 
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MARRIAGES 


There were 9,960 marriages registered during the year, being 166 
less than the previous year and 505 more than the average of the preced- 
ing five years. The marriage rate of 9.6 per 1,000 population is the high- 
est in Canada. Of the Bridegrooms 138 were I8 years of age or under, 
4.891 were between the ages of 19 and 24 and 20 were 75 years old or 
over. Of the Brides 296 were 16 years of age or under, 6,862 were between 
the ages of 17 and 24 years and 6 were 75 years or over. Nine thousand 
and ninety-nine of the Grooms were bachelors, 370 were widowers and 
491 were divorced. Eight Thousand Nine Hundred and Fifty of the Brides 
were spinsters, 529 widows and 481 divorced. The number of marriages 
in the four large cities were as follows: Edmonton 2,899, Calgary 2,093, 
Lethbridge 405, Medicine Hat 279. The Marriage rate for Canada, the

DEATHS 


There were 7,520 deaths registered during the year, 30! of these 
were Indians. The total deaths comprise 4,778 males and 2,742 females. 
There were 126 deaths less than the previous year and the rate is 7.2 per 
|,000 population as compared with 7.6 for 1953. At the time of death 
665 males and 545 females were 80 years of age and over. 


The number of deaths to residents of the Four large cities were as 
follows: Edmonton 1,416, Calgary 1,342, Lethbridge 190, Medicine Hat 
174. The actual number of deaths which occurred in these cities were as 
lows: Edmonton 1,913, Calgary 1,480, Lethbridge 262, Medicine Hat 208.

Diseases of the Heart again was the chief cause of death and ac- 
counted for 2,345 deaths as compared with 2,274 for the previous year.

Cancer deaths increased to 1,164 from 1,129 for the previous year, 
the rates being 112.0 and 112.7 respectively. 


Deaths from Tuberculosis, all forms, numbered 63 and includes 16 
Indians. Pulmonary Tuberculosis caused 45 deaths and of these !10 were 
Indians. The rate for Tuberculosis, all forms, being 6.0 per 100,000 popula- 


tion. 


Poliomyelitis deaths declined sharply from last year's total of 108 
to 28. Influenza from 33 to 14 and Pneumonia, all forms, from 324 to 253.

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DIVISIONS OF ALBERTA FOR CENSUS AND VITAL 
STATISTICS PURPOSES 


As the Province of Alberta is not divided into Counties, and the 
political divisions are not permanently fixed, it has been found advisable 
to use smaller areas, the Dominion Census Divisions. 


The Province is divided into 17 census divisions. These divisions are 
further subdivided into organized municipal areas. These municipal areas, 
which were each originally within the boundaries of a single census 
division, have been reorganized by the Provincial authorities into larger 
units, and now, in many cases, part of the new municipality or improve- 
ment district is in one census division and part in another. 


The following table shows the census divisions divided into municipali- 
ties, improvement districts, cities, towns and villages with the 1951 and 
1941 division population figures.
